He can threaten the Court of 
Vienna in tones which humiliate it, but do not push it on to 
desperate resolves. Austria cannot resent the indignity until 
Hungary is reconciled ; and whilst the attempt at reconciliation 
is yet in an inchoate but highly-promising state, Bismarck steps 
in with complaints which look warlike and with offers that mean 
business, Prussia cannot sit quiet and see the duchy of 
Holstein agitated, under Austrian administration, in a direction 
opposed to Prussian claims; but would it not be better to avert 
a serious quarrel between the two great Powers by striking a 
bargain that would be advantageous to both? Austria does 
not wish to annex Holstein to her dominions: Prussia does, 
Austria is in sore need of money: Prussia is not, Why not 
make an amicable exchange, by which Prussia would get the 
territory and Austria the cash? But if this friendly adjast- 
ment cannot be——well, it is best not to say what may happen ; 
but the movements of the Russian army upon the Austrian 
frontier is a suspicious coincidence, and a spring cruise of the 
whole Prussian fleet in the Baltic might wear an unpleasant 
aspect, Austria, thus beset in the very crisis of her fate, is 
expected of course, to give way, as she has been compelled to 
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do before ; and Prussia, with the duchies, will acquire supreme 
influence over the German States, perhaps to swallow them up 
one by one as she has done Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg. 

Now the Prussian people, unfortunately for their own domestic 
freedom, are by no means insensible to the glitter of this foreign 
policy. It presents a most alluring bait to their national aspi- 
rations, and the same Minister who makes light of their 
Constitution, equally makes light of inconvenient international 
scruples. He is not unlikely, therefore, to succeed, and in 
prospect of that success which he well knows will gratify the 
inmost wishes of the Prussian people, he is emboldened to 
treat with studied contumely their representative rights, Prussia 
shall be great, but Prussia shall not be free, This is the 
signification of his political programme, The first item of it 
falls in with the universal desire of the King’s subjects ; the 
last they reject. The Landtag leaves the Minister without 
restraint as to his methods of dealing with the first ; in regard 
to the last, it asserts its determination to make good its own 
position, The struggle has been a protracted one, ranging 
over several sessions, directed to a succession of objects, and 
always closing in such manner as to widen the breach between 
the antagonists. The power of the purse and the organisation 
of the army have constituted battle-fields for the trial of 
strength between them; but this year it has been the right 
of the Representative Chamber to freedom of debate. That 
right the House affirmed, in a resolution condemnatory of a 
decree to the contrary obtained by artifice from the Supreme 
Judicial Court, a copy of which resolution was communicated 
to Count Bismarck, He returned it as a violation of the Con- 
stitution, The House, in its turn, declined to discuss any 
measures of the Government so long as liberty of speech was 
withheld from its members, A few days passed, A sectional, 
and, as it is generally reputed, a hollow, attempt was made to 
address the Crown; but it brought on a debate in which the 
National party dealt to the Government such ruthless and’ 
crushing strokes of logic that the Prime Minister, who is said 
to have waited within hearing, suddenly made his appearance 
and dismissed the Diet. 

It is surmised in Prussia that Parliament has met for the 
last time during the present reign, There is considerable ex- 
citement, The Bourse is agitated. The funds have fallen. 
The Berlin populace exhibit signsof temper. It is not expected, 
however, that the storm will burst, Still, the coup-d’état may 
possibly be followed by unlooked-for results, Prussia’s diffi- 
culty is Austria's opportunity. The Emperor’s advisers are 
assuming a bolder tone, and, if it be true that they have dispatched 
fresh troops to Holstein, the minion of the Prussian Court 
may see cause to repent at leisure what he did in haste, 
That the two leading German Powers will come to blows 
is not very probable, since it would suit the present position of 
neither, But, in the event of any breakdown in Bismarck’s 
foreign policy, the domestic embarrassment which he has on 
his hands will be greatly increased, He has staked everything 
on one throw. Should it turn up against him, his prospects will 





be unenviable indeed, Perhaps there is no statesman in Europe 
whose future is more precarious, or to whom, should he trip in 
his audacious career, the words of our great dramatic bard 
would be more applicable— 

And when he falls, he falls like Lucifer, 

Never to hope again.

M. Thiers as speaker. Great efforts were made to secure seats in the 
balconies set apart for the public, but these were reserved for that 
more or less distinguished auditory which is certain to assemble to 
listen to the eloquent outpourings of a at orator. The 
speech of M, Thiers was highly argumentative, a fine example of close 
mn omen and so a in tone that the interruptions he ex- 

rienced on the part of his more bigoted opponents were comparatively 
ew. 

Having no other opportunities (he observed) beyond those afforded by the 
debates on the Address and the Budget, and being denied the right of interro- 
gating members of the Government, we are obliged to speak of everything at 
once instead of confining ourselves to the subject matter of the debate. Since 
1852 we have lived in the hope, founded on what seemed to be an assurance, 
that the concentration of power in the hands of the Emperor would be only 
temporary. The right of the dynasty being frankly admitted, one would 
think that the right of the nation would also be recognised. Does 
liberty of the press exist at the present time? Abuses of the press can only 
be really ressed by moral means. Ought not the ex ment to be 
made and, if so, should it be made under a strong or weak vernment? I 
await an answer. The Crown has said, “the country is weary with political 
theories. Let us leave them alone and occupy ourselves with promoting the 
good of the people.” In these ends the evident object has been to divert 
attention from political liberties. A pretence is set up of being able to rule 
the country better without them than with them. Nations may be mistaken, 
but they err less than single individuala—the latter commit faults because, 
not being obliged to deliberate, they are too often hurried away by their 
passions. A free nation discusses both sides of a question, and has the guarantee 
of reason against error. Thus the real definition of a free nation is that it is 
a being who is obliged to reflect before acting. . 

On the second day of the debate the remarks of M. Glais Bizoin, 
directed inst the existing state of things, called forth M. Rouher, 
who talked of the pasquinades indulged in by the speaker, This pro- 
duced quite a commotion, and several Liberal members called the 
Minister to order, whereupon M, Glais Bizoin rose and said that he 
threw back with supreme disdain the observations of the Minister of 
Btate. The President, Count Walewski, acted with great fairness and 
discretion, and, after a few more recriminations on each side, the debate 
was declared adjourned. 

Notice has been given of ten amendments to the address, the 
most important of which is one brought forward by thirty-six 
members, the chief of whom generally support the Government. 
The purport of this amendment is to ask of the Government that the 
“crowning of the edifice” of the Constitution, of which the Emperor 
has so frequently spoken, may be no longer delayed, and that the 
nation may be permitted to conduct its own affairs. 

On Sunday there was a dinner at the Tuileries, at which several 
members of the diplomatic body and a considerable sprinkling 
of marshals, admirals, and ministers, with their ladies, were present, 
Later in the evening there was a concert, to which many literary men 
and artists, and the composers Gounod and Victor Massé, were 
invited. 

The Prince Imperial has been appointed honorary president of the 
Commission of the Exhibition of 1867, and the members of the Com- 
mission attended the Tuileries in a body to thank the Emperor for the 
honour conferred upon it, The Emperor naively remarked that his | 





son was still too young to take part in the deliberations of its mem- 
bers, but added, “ he will at least learn at an early age to honour 
those undertakings which assure the Lr ame | of the State.” An 
Imperial decree has since appeared appointing M, Rouher to act as the

AUSTRIA. 


A deputation from each House of the Hungarian Diet presented 
their addresses to the Emperor on Tuesday. In reply, his Majesty 
said that he hoped the Diet would follow the course pointed out in the 
speech from the throne, in order to combine the attainment of their 
Constitutional national rights with an arrangement equally satis- 
factory to the other nationalities, The Emperor also intimated that 
an Imperial rescript would shortly be sent to the Diet. 

In Thursday’s sitting of the Lower House of the ‘Hungarian Diet, 
Herr Deak moved the appointment of a commission to arrange the 
affairs common to Hungary and Austria, 

A deputation from the Croatian Diet presented an address to the 
Emperor of Austria on Thursday week, The reply of his Majesty 
was thoroughly conciliatory ; but he urged that all measures should 
give way to the important one of settling the mutual relations of the 
countries belonging to St. Stephen’s Crown, and of securing their 
intimate and inseparable connection with the entire realm. 

An official notification, published in Vienna on Tuesday, announces 
the extension of the Austro-Sardinian Treaty of 1851 to the whole of 
Italy.

. PRUSSIA. 

On Thursday week, as reported in the greater part of our last Issue, 
the King proceeded to the summary measure of closing the Chambers. 
A motion of no great moment, but favoured by the Government, was 
rejected by a large majority. Count von Bismarck then read two 
Royal decrees, amidst the breathless silence of the House, the one 
summoning the deputies to the Royal palace on the following day, to 
be dismissed, the other proroguing the sitting of that day. President 
Grabow perused the decrees, and then said, 

Gentlemen, this is, therefore, our last sitting in the eighth legislative 
period. As you are yourselves aware, a great portion of our work is left 
undone. We can only close to day's sitting with the heartfelt wish that, as 

in my opinion proceedings of every sort will ensue, the Prussian people will 
back up ite representatives, and, as hitherto, rigidly observe the Constitution. 
The measures likely to follow in consequence of the prorogation and close of 
the Chambers have been already announced in the course of our sittings; but 
I trust that we, who have upto the present time supported right, law, and 
the Constitution, with all our strength, will let these still be our aims in 
future. Gentlemen,—As we are not to meet hereagain, I close our last sitting 
with the cry, “‘ Long live his Majesty the King!” 
Upon the assembly of the few members that chose to be present at 
the Royal Castle ge | week, Count von Bismarck read a speech 
in the King’s name, which thus puts the Royal case :— 

_ His Majesty’s Government opened the present session of the Diet, not in the 
expectation of the immediate solution of the pending constitutional conflict, 
but in the hope that the strong desire of the Prussian people for agreement 
would find sufficient echo among the representatives to render possible the 
co-operation of the bodies of the State in the establishment of useful laws ; 
and to alleviate, by common action in the service of the fatherland, the evils of 
the opposition offered by the Chamber of Deputies to the Crown and to the Upper 
House. The first manifestation from the Chamber of Deputies was a speech of 
its President, in which he gave expression to the hostile feeling of the majority 
of the House, by baseless and provocative reproaches against his Majesty's 
Government. The further action of the House was in accordance with this 
proceeding. The union of the duchy of Lauenburg with the Prussian Crown, 
hailed with joy by the whole country, was disputed, and therewith the consti- 
tutional right of the King to conclude treaties imposing no burdens upon the 
State. In this way an unconstitutional attack was made by the resolution 
of Feb. 10 upon the independence of the courts, guaranteed by article 86 of the 
Constitution, in conjunction with the attempt to injure the well-founded repu- 
tation of Prussian jurisprudence among the people, and publicly to assail the 
honour of a judical bench whose impartiality now, as for centuries, has con- 
tributed to the fame of our country. By a further resolution the Chamber 
of Deputies has violated article 35 the Constitution, and attributed 
to iteelf privileges of the Executive power belonging to his Majesty 
alone, as it undertook to give instruction to officials with ard to the 
duties of their office. In face of these assumptions the Government 
was compelled to ask iteelf whether results favourable to the pros- 
perity and the internal of the country were to be expected from 
the continuance of the labours of the Diet. His Majesty wished the 
consideration of this question postponed until the Chamber of Deputies 
should have discussed a motion in which expression was given to the 
efforta at mediation of a minority. But the course of this debate has not 
been able to remove the apprehension of the Government that the country 
would be drawn into more serious disagreements by the course adopted by 
the Chamber of Deputies, and that the settlement of existing disuion would 
only be rendered more difficult at a fature period. To ‘ent this, his 
Majesty the King has ordered that the sittings of the Diet opened on the 
15th of January shall be terminated. By his Majesty's order I therefore 

declare the Diet of the kingdom closed. 

By a private tel , dated Kiel, Feb. 27, we learn that the 
Kiel Gazette of that day published a declaration by forty members of 
the nobility and possessors of equestrian estates, pronouncing them-

ITALY. 

On Saturday last General La Marmora in the Chamber of Deputies

Convention would be carried out, He declined to break off diplo- 
matic relations with Spain; and as to Austria, said there were no 
political negotiations going on between the two countries,

A bloodless revolution has taken place at Bucharest. On Thursday 
se’nnight a large body of troops seized Prince Couza in his palace 
and forced him to sign his abdication. The representatives of foreign 
Powers in the city were at once notified of the event, and on Friday 
the two Chambers proclaimed the Count of Flanders—the brother of 
the King of the Belgians—Hospodar of Roumania. The Count, it 
may be remembered, was offered, but declined, the Greck crown, and 
it is announced that he has declined this offer also, Prince Couza has 
been allowed to leave Bucharest.

THE UNITED STATES. 

President Johnson avails himself of every opportunity of expressin& 
not only his sympathy with the South, but his substantial agreemen® 
with her present policy. 

On the 10th ult, eight members of the Virginian Legislature waited 
upon him and presented a resolution from the Virginian Assembly pro- 
claiming the loyalty of the State and py mee ew course pursued by Mr, 
Johnson. The delegates addressed the President, saying that Virginia 
would abide by the results of the war, including the abolition of slavery 
and the recognition of the necessity for the perpetuation of the Union, 
Towards freedmen the people of Virginia felt only kindness and 
sympathy. The President stood between the South and danger, by 
defending the Constitution from violation or innovation. Mr, Johnson 
replied that mutual confidence and forbearance must be exercised, 
and that the people of the South were entitled to representation 
whenever they sent loyal representatives; only loyal men should 
exercise political power. He believed that the right of the South to 
representation would soon be acknowledged. There were some foreign 
difficulties, which would be settled when the Union was again com- 
plete and assumed its course of prosperity, for then no Power on 
earth would wish to have a rupture with the United States, 

In the House of Representatives Mr. Williams, the Radical mem- 
ber for Pennsylvania, alluded in severe terms to President Johnson, 
and declared that Congress should consider the question of recon- 
struction without reference to the President's theory on the subject, 

In the House of Representatives, on the 12th a A the anniversary 
of Mr. Lincoln’s birthday, Mr. George Bancroft, the historian, 
delivered a eulogium upon the life and character of Abraham Lincoln, 
on which occasion President Johnson, the members of the Cabinet 
and of Congress, the Diplomatic Corps, and the army and navy officials 
were present. In his address Mr. Bancroft censured the course 
adopted by England during the rebellion, and declared that the 
Mexican Republic must rise again. It seems to have been a foolish 
speech. He succeeded, the Washington correspondent of the 
Times says, “in making the whole arrangement as undignified and 
discreditable as any man in the country could have done, tried he ever 
so hard. To the astonishment of every respectable man in the House, 
Mr, Bancroft occupied more than two hours in an elaborate attack 
upon the chief Powers of Europe, concentrating the torrent of his 
bitterness and spleen upon England, The surprise of the whole Diplo- 
matic Body at the energy and vehemence of Mr. Bancroft’s denuncia- 
tions of England—for he almost screamed out the venomous passages 
in a high and broken voice, and with wild gestures and distorted 
countenance—was extreme, and it was fully shared by many of the 
spectators, The bulk of the audience clapped their hands loudly with 
applause; but the Senators, almost to a man, sat silent.” Mr. 
Bancroft’s ill-timed speech has, we are told, given great offence to the 
Diplomatic Circle at Washington, 

e Reconstruction Committee having decided to report in favour 
of the admission of Tennessee into the Union on the same terms as

In the House of Representatives a resolution fad been brought up 
and referred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs, requesting the 
Government to form an alliance with all the American Republics to 
resist French encroachments. 

A bill is passing through the United States Congress authorising the 
President to appoint three commissioners, at a salary of 5000 dols, 
each per annum for three years, to arrange, consolidate, revise, and 
— all the statutes of the United States. 

The Fenians are reported to be very active in the States, 
York Times says :— 

The Fenian meeting which was held at the Cooper Institute, in that cit 
on the 12th, was such a demonstration as has been rarely witnessed a 
New York. The hall was literally packed, and the square in front of the 
building was filled with thousands trying to gain admission. The Hon, 
Charles 8, Spencer presided, and among those upon the platform were Mesars, 
John O'Mahony, the “ head centre ;" B. Dorian Killian, the Fenian treasurer : 
the Hon. Fernando Wood, ex-Mayor of New York, &. The meeting was 
a scene of continuous enthusiasm, and, in the langnage of the Times 
“the tumultuous upheavals in the hall were absolutely unparalleled in 
the history of public meetings in this city. The speeches, urging the 
Fenians to be up and doing, were of the most inflammatory character, and the 
British Government was, of course, denounced and reviled in unmeamred 
terms. Ex-Mayor Wood was especially emphatic, and repudiated the idea 
that the American Government was to —_ aloof from the impending war. 
He asserted that America wanted a war with England, and he wished all his 
countrymen to be engaged in this Fenian struggle. Mr. Wood concluded his 
remarks by calling on the Irish to go on and strike for their early homes, for 
their kindred, and their native soil.” After some further speeches, the Times 
winds up its report as follows :—*‘ The meeting then adjourned, and, it being 
made known that Mr. O’Mahony had lost his pocket-book, and several others 
their watches, three cheers were given for the Irish Republic, and the hall

On Wednesday the anniversary festival of the Asylum for 
Idiots was celebrated at the London Tavern, under the presidency of Lord 
Dufferin. There are now 430 inmates in the asylum, and everything 
that kindness and science could suggest is employed to ameliorate their 
position. All of them may be said to have shown a capability of improve- 
ment, and several of them have been taught to work at a trade, so as to be 
partially able to maintain themselves. At each half-yearly election there are 
generally from 150 to 170 applicants, of whom the board can usually elect but 
thirty. The asylum is full, and the directors are anxious to enlarge it, in 
crder that it may be capable of receiving 800 inmates. In this respect the 
board promise to incur no debt, but to proceed only as they may have funds 
in hand, The list of subscriptions announced amounted to £2200. 


The annual court of the governors of King’s College Hospital 
was held, on Wednesday, in the board-room of the institution—the Rev. Mr. Jelf, 
the a in the chair. The report showed that the number of patients 
admitted into the hospital during the past year had been 1900, being an in- 
ereare of 115 over those of the preceding year. The number of out-patients 
had been 35,792. During the year 168 women had been confined in the 
Nightingale Maternity Ward, and the number of midwifery cases attended at 
the patients’ own homes amoun to 778. The total receipte (excluding 
legacies above £100 and a sum of £800 borrowed from the bankers) amounted 
to £7834, while the expenditure had been £9145. A special department for 
the treatment of diseases of the eye had been establis' in connection with 
the hospital. Cases of ophthalmia had been admitted to the hospital, and 227 
cases had been treated as out-patients. The committee bore testimony to the 
invaluable services rendered by St. John’s House during its ten years’ con- 
nection with the hospital. 


At a meeting of the Society of Arts, on Wednesday, Mr, P. 
L. Neve Foeter, the secretary, read a report on the results of the course adopted 
by the society during the last three years of offering prizes to workmen for the 
best works of art sent in for exhibition. In 1863, prizes to the amount of 
£162 were offered, seventy works sent in, and £109 out of the £162 was taken 
by the competitors. In 1864 the offered prizes amounted to £623 ; the works 
sent in numbered ninety-six, and amount was £274. In 1865 the prizes 
tendered amounted to £666, of which £174 was distributed, and sixty-one 
specimens of work were exhibited. Mr. H. Cole, C.B., of South Kensington 
Mureum, thought the results less discouraging than stated by the secretary, 
because, although the specimens sent in were fewer, each year produced better 
workmanship than the last, Artist workmen, he thought, have little spare 
time, and if the society would allow them to exhibit works they had in hand 
for their employers, a good show of specimens would be the result. Mesars, 
Lock, Chester, P. Graham, Maudslay, Figgins, Ashton, Mackenzie, R. W. 
Martin, Macdonald, R. Redgrave, and J. R. Lavanchy made various sugges- 
tions ; after which Mr. Hawes (the chairman) said that the great impediment 
in the way of workmen exhibiting that which they execute for their employers 
is, that ench articles can rarely be allowed to remain in the hands of the 
rociety above a very limited period. He had no doubt greater progress would 
be made in future.

The amount received from the ship collecting-boxes had during the 
year reached over £600, During the year thirty-nine children had been elected, 
and 162—viz., 103 boys and 59 girls—were now resident in the asylum, or fifty 
more than were on the books when the new asylum was first occupied, in 
1s8¢4, The fresh election would increase the numbor to 183.

About two months ago, Mr. Brown, a boiler-maker at Bromley, was bitten 
in the hand by a strange dog, which was fighting with a dog belonging to 
himeelf, on his interfering to part them.

On Monday Mr. Carttar, Coroner for Kent, resumed and concluded, at 
Greenwich, the inquiry relative to the death from scurvy of Henry Griffiths, 
one of the crew of the St. Andrew's Castle. The vessel left China with a crew 
of nineteen, and a lady passenger with two children, one of them being an 
infant. Seven of the crew were epecdily prostrated by scurvy, one died at 
the Cape, and another expired in the Thames; the rest were taken on board 
the Dreadnought Hospital-ship. An inquest was held on the body of the man 
that died in the Thames, before Mr. llumphreys, and it was satisfactorily 
shown that the ship’s provisions were good, and that the captain, Mr. M‘Baine, 
had done his duty with great humanity, not only towards his men, but in 
respect of his unfortunate lady passenger, who lost her reason during the 
voyage. Samples of the limejuice were handed round to the jury, and prac- 
tical men pronounced it to be of good quality. Several of the crew were ex- 
amined, and they spoke well of the provisions on board, which were above 
the average quality. The jury returned a verdict that the deceased died 
from scurvy; and the jury further say that the limejuice shipped on board 
the St. Andrew's Castle was perfectly useless as a preventive of scurvy.

GEORGE PETRIE, LL.D, 


By the death, on the 19th of 
January last, of the venerable an- 
tiquarian Dr. Petrie, the science of 
archeology in the United Kingdom 
has sustained a loss in some respects 
irreparable, whilst Ireland has to 
mourn in him not only the patriarch 
of her archeology, but also one of 
her best sons; a man who com- 
manded in no common de the 
esteem and love of all who knew 
him—nay, even of those who came 
but casually in contact with him. 
George Petrie, the son of an 
artist in Dublin, was born in 1790, 
Destined at first for the surgical 
profession, the strong artistic in- 
stincts which he manifested induced 
his father to yield to the boy’s 
natural bent. e set out in life, 
in companionship with the late 
Francis Danby and others of similar 
aspirations, as a landscape-painter, 
and his imagination soon found its 
home in the wild scenery of his 
country and amidst its mysterious 
ruins, The curiosity excited in 
him by these hoary remains of a 
bygone time early inspired him 
with a desire to penetrate their 
secret, and led insensibly to those 
studies by which he afterwards 
attained his chief celebrity. At 
that period the school of Irish ar- 
cheeology was in its lowest state of 
confusion. The wild theories of 
General Vallancey and his compeers 
held the minds of antiquaries in 
thrall or were the laughing-stock 
of all reasonable men. Petrie 
abandoned the region of nen and 
spurious history, and took his stand 
upon the basis of common sense and 
research, and was on Irish ground 
the pioneer of that road which so 
many pe «| labourers are now 
widening and lengthening towards 
the goal of truth. In 1828 he was 
elected member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, whose triple function is 
the advancement of science, litera- 
ture, and archeology; and the 
“ Transactions” of that body con- 
tain the greater number of his 
valuable papers. Mainly to his 
advice and strenuous exertions the 
Academy owes the increase of its 
once small and neglected collection 
of antiquities to a national museum 
of exceptional richness, The Aca- 
demy thrice awarded him its gold 
medal for essays illustrating the 
antiquities of Ireland—namely, for 
his monograms on the “ Ancient 
Military Architecture of Ireland,” 
and on “The Antiquities of Tara 
Hill,” and (together with the £50 
prize) for his “ Essay on the Origin 
and Uses of the Round Towers of 
Ireland”—the work by which he is 
best known to British and foreign 
archeologists. In this elaborate 
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work he advocated his views with 
patient learning and logical 
cogency, and may be said to have 
proved beyond dispute the Christian 
origin, and for the most part 
ecclesiastical uses, of those re- 
markable buildings. This work 
occupies one entire volume of the 
Academy’s “ Transactions,” and is 
illustrated by drawings made either 
by Petrie himself or by artists 
whom he had educated to that con- 
scientions accuracy which alone 
satisfied his fastidious mind. After 
the publication of this work, the 
University of Dublin conferred 
upon its author the degree of LL.D. 

When, about 1833, Lieutenant 
(now Major-General Sir Thomas) 
Larcom was appointed to conduct 
the ordnance survey of Ireland, 
Mr. Petrie was induced to under- 
take the direction of the topo- 
graphical memoir which it was in- 
tended should accompany the 
maps, and virtually to renounce 
the art which had hitherto been 
his profession. The zeal he showed 
in this office, and the skill with 
which he chose and organised an 
efficient staff to thoroughly pro- 
secute the work, did not secure its 
continuance ; and when a mistaken 
economy brought the Commission 
to a close, Mr. Petrie was deprived 
at once of his salary and of a con- 
genial post for which he was emi- 
nently fitted, and by means of 
which he had hoped to carry out 
the darling object of his life—the 
exhaustive investigation of the 
history and antiquities of Ireland. 
However, his services having been 
represented to the Government of 
the time, a pension of £100, after- 
wards increased to £200, was 
granted him, upon which, with 
philosophic abnegation, and with 
little aid from other sources, he 
supported his family to the close of 
his life. 

It was a part of Dr. Petrie’s artistic 
temperament and highly-sensitive 
organisation to appreciate music to 
the utmost. Like Gainsborough, 
he was an exquisite performer on 
the violin ; and his fine musical ear 
enabled him to rescue from extinc- 
tion a large portion of the ancient 
melodies of Ireland, Never losing 
an opportunity, he acquired, for 
the most part, directly from the 
peasantry themselves, a vast num- 
ber of airs, which had escaped even 
the diligent Bunting and others— 
a few only of which have as yet 
been published. 

But it is, perhaps, in respect7of 
the social value of the man that 
Dr. Petrie’s loss will be most 
severely felt. Not only was hea 
delightful companion, full of genial, 
sparkling converse, and ready to 
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enter into the spirit of the moment, but the influence of his noble 
character u on all who came nearer to him was great. In a country 
torn by political and religions feuds, he kept aloof from all parties, 
yet counted among his friends men of almost every shade of opinion. 
A true citizen, he desired only peace, in order that his country might 
have time and opportunity for the development of her great intel- 

and material resources, a8 an integral part of a great empire; 
and the labours of his long and consistent life ever pointed to that 
end, directly and indirectly. 

Strong sympathies and a keen observation gave him a rapid insight 
into character, and a moral nature of the greatest simplicity and 
purity always linked him with the best. His intimate friends were 
the foremost of his countrymen. It would, indeed, be difficult to 
estimate the effect which this genial and persuasive element has 
exercised upon Irish society for the last two generations, or how far it 
may have tended to bond together in hope and mutual confidence the 
better spirits of the country. More showy qualities call forth 
demonstrations and monumental records ; the monument of Dr, Petrie 
is in the hearts of his friends, and the good he has effected, Those 
who mourn him know that it is but for once, but that once will last 
till their own time shall have come, 

Dr. Petrie, besides being Vice-President of the Royal Irish Academy, 
was member, and for some time President, of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy of Fine Arts. He was also honorary member of the Society 
of Antiquaries of Scotland, of the Imperial Society of French Anti- 

uaries, and member of the Royal Society of Northern Antiquaries of 
Copenhagen, as well as corresponding member of other foreign 
seological bodies.

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THE representatives of the nation have paid the last honours 
to the great statesman whose death the nation mourned with 
a unanimity seldom manifested, The eloquent orator who has 
succeeded Lord Palmerston as leader of the House of 
Commons has delivered an address which felicitously ex- 
pressed the general feeling, and which did justice to the 
goodness as well as to the greatness of the lamented 
statesman. A brief and graceful speech from the leader 
of the Opposition was an appropriate sequel to Mr, Gladstone's 
tribute, and the vote of the House was unanimous, 
Her Majesty has signified that the necessary steps shall be 
taken for erecting a monument to Lord Palmerston in West- 
minster Abbey, and the duty of taking them now reste with the 
Executive. It appears to us that the opportunity of saying a 
few words on the subject of the memorial is one of which we 
may desirably avail ourselves, the rather that certain consider- 
ations adverted to by Mr. Beresford Hope and Sir John 
Pakington have not been as yet satisfactorily noticed by the 
authorities, 

The delay which has occurred in the erection of a public 
monument to the Duke of Wellington is really little short of a 
public scandal, Years and years have elapsed since the 
millions gathered to see the greatest English soldier borne along 





to the metropolitan cathedral, in which all the notables of the 
land assembled to watch the coffin sink to its place by the side 
of that of Nelson. The nation was Chief Mourner. But since 
that time—and a very large number of those who saw the 


| stately ceremonial have themselves passed away in the 
| interval—St. Paul's has received no memorial to tell of the 


mighty dead, It would seem as though the Laureate's funeral 
words were to be literally carried out :— 

Speak no more of his renown, 

Let us lay the great Duke down: 

In the vast cathedral leave him, 
But the Legislature was not wanting in the discharge of its 
duty ; the monument was voted, competition was invited, and 
many who read these lines will recollect the extraordinary ex- 
hibition of curiosities which were submitted to the public as 
designs for the Wellington memorial, It is not pleasant or 
necessary to enter into detail as to the blundering mode 
in which the artists of the country were invited to model, as it 
were, in the dark, and without any idea of the sum to be 
placed at the disposal of the sculptor; but it is not wonderful 
that what was so begun should never have been completed, 
The whole thing was a mistake: and we are rather disposed to 
look to the future than to dwell upon what is past remedy, 
We are driven to repeat the phrase which becomes wearisome 
from its frequent use, but which must, nevertheless, be in- 
sisted on, It is not so that matters are managed in France, 
Napoleon's tomb is one of the marvels of Paris, His conqueror 
is without a monument in the cathedral which holds his 
remains, Nor do we see, in anything that has been said upon 
the subject, any definite prospect of the Wellington memorial, 

We should be glad to hear some kind of assurance that the 
blunder is not to be repeated in the case of Lord Palmerston's 
monument, The question of competition is no doubt an open 
one, but it is no less an undoubted fact that the best men will 
not condescend to compete, at least with all comers. They are 
like “so many Alexanders,” who will engage in no race unless 
kings of art alone are competitors. It is possible that by 
throwing the prize before all comers, and at the price of 
certainly excluding some half-dozen great artists, you may obtain 
some fresh grand idea which shall do credit to the nation ; but 
it is a doubtful chance, and we must again refer to the extra- 
ordinary Wellington show in proof of the poverty of invention 
among the mass of inferior men, We think that it would be far 
better to forego this remote chance, and tolet a sculptor for the 
Palmerston monument be selected in one of two ways—either 
absolutely, by the choice of a small committee of a very high 
class, or in the way in which competition has been arranged in 
regard to the Temple of Justice—that is, by invitation to a few 
of the acknowledged leaders of the architectural profession to 
send in designs. In either of these ways we shall at least have 
a guarantee for the ability of the artist, and having secured 
that, we must give him our trust and confidence, That was 
the way in which the immortal works which are the pride of 
Rome were obtaincd by the wise priests who decorated the 
city. 

If either of these modes be adopted, the other consideration 
to which we proposed to refer becomes of secondary importance, 
A great sculptor will make no blunder. But if the Government 
shall decide upon a general competition, it is most essential 
that what Mr, Beresford Hope said on the night of the vote for 
the Palmerston monument should be attended to, He spoke as 
one who has almost recoiled from the atrocities and absurdities 
of monumental art, falsely so called. Mr. Hope’s intimate 
knowledge of cathedral architecture, and his keen sense of 
the unfitness of most of the memorials which deface our noble 
temples of religion, induced the energetie protest which we 
should desire to back up with whatever force is at our com- 
mand, There are monuments to Pitt and to Foxin Westminster 
Abbey ; they cost immense sums ; one of them, happily, is rather 
out of sight than not, and most people do not readily admit to 
having seen it; the other in all its absurdity confronts every 
eye, We should almost advise those who have to frame the 
conditions of competition to insert a clause forbidding the 
artists from going into the Abbey until their models are sent in, 
We do hope, also, that allegory of any kind will be prohibited 
in the case of the memorial to one who probably 
never made an allegory in his life, We earnestly, though 
respectfully, protest against an undraped, or classic 
Palmerston, being laid in his grave by Britannia, while 
the genius of European liberty stands by, weeping, and 
with inverted torch, We object to any attempt to 
idealise the Foreign Office, But, on the other hand, we do not 
want any vulgar realism, The late Premier need not be repre- 
sented in the Windsor uniform or as the Constable of Dover. 
The more that one sees how many hints his history offers to a 
certain class of artist, the more one shudders at the idea of 
leaving the effigy of the great Englishman in unworthy hands, 
Nay, the worthiest hand may be the better for a moment's 
restraining grasp, while consideration is asked, We say 
this with John Gibson’s statue of Sir Robert Peel 
before our eyes and the recollection of the real Sir 
Robert Peel full on our minds, The statue is very fine; 
but when one remembers seeing Peel, while delivering 
his reply to the present Lord Chief Justice in the great debate 
to which Mr, Gladstone made happy and generous reference 
the other evening, and then looks at that classically-draped 
form holding a classic scroll in that corner of the Abbey, it is 
hard to connect the two ideas. But an opportunity now offers 
itself for England's obtaining something which shall be worthy 
of the man she has lost and of the country which seeks to 
honour him, The national purse is at the disposal of the 
authorities, and no sum will be gradged for a work which shall 
deserve to be called national. We venture to hope that Mr, 
Gladstone will consider himself as in a large degree responsible 
on this occasion, and if we are fortunate enough to find that 
he does 80, we shall not despair of a noble result,

Mn. MActist’s great painting, “The Death of Nelson,” in the Royal 
Gallery of the Westminster Palace, the companion to the Waterloo 
picture on the opposite wall, has just been made visible to the 
Sattrday and other visitors by the removal of the hoarding which 
£0 long concealed it. We described the picture at length some months 
ago. It has since received some general “toning,” a few minor but 
telling accessories have been added (which will be found described in 
Mr. Gullick’s “ authorised” handbook to all the pictures in the palace), 
and it has been “fixed” by the water-glass process. As we anticipated, 
the picture is even broader and more powerful in effect that its com- 
panion, Werecommend a visit early in the day, for being on a west wall, 
the light through the windows immediately above the picture will not 
then have quite so blinding and cruelly injurious an influence upon 
this last work as it will ‘at such a time be observed to have on its 
vis-a-vis, 

Notice has been given that no more offers of contributions to the 
National Portrait Exhibition can be entertained. A supplementary 
exhibition of portraits dating before 1688 will be held next year. 

Tn the course of the debate on the Art Bill, introduced to enable 
works of art held under trust deeds to be lent by their holders to 
national exhibitions in London and the forthcoming International 
Exhibition at Paris, some rather unfair representations were made by 
the Parliamentary alarmists respecting the damage done to certain 
national pictures sent to the Dublin International Exhibition, Ac- 
cording to the National Gallery report, the injuries were trifling, and 
the works have been perfectly restored. 

The oil pictures by Girolamo dai Libri and Nicolo Giolfino, which 
we lately described, together with a tempera picture of the “ Madonna 
and Child,” ascribed to Giovanni Santi, have just been placed in the 
National Gallery. The picture ascribed to Giovanni Santi has much 
beauty and sweetness of feeling, and derives extrinsic interest from 
representing, as it is believed, the painting of the father of Raphael. 
And this interest is aided to the full extent by a new and judicious 
arrangement by which the picture is placed en one of the screens next 
to the three small Raphaels which the Gallery possesses, The small 
“Virgin and Child” by Perugino is also placed next the Raphaels on 
the other side; and thus the visitor may compare at a glance the 
styles of the principal teacher and of the father of Raphael with that 
of the great master himself, at least before its final modification, 

We, last week, gave a summary of the report of the keeper of the 
National Gallery, recently issued. ‘The report was drawn up to the 
end of last year, and does not include the last purchase of Sir Charles 
Eastlake, made in January of this year, This is a signed picture of 
the “ Madonna and Child with Angels,” by Lippo Dalmasio, otherwise 
Lippo dalle Madonne (so called from the frequency with which he 
painted such representations as that now acquired), one of the founders 
of the early Bolognese school. His works are now rare; yet, ac- 
cording to Malvasia, “‘ his Madonna pictures were once in s0 much 
request that a man wes not considered rich, or completely established, 
who did not poesess one of them,” The picture was in the Ercolani 
Collection at Bologna, and was bought for £400, 

Three interesting purchases have just been made for the National 
Portrait Gallery, Great George-street. One of these is a fine bronze 
bust of Warren Hastings, by Nollekens, The date on the bustis 1794, 
i.e., one year before the acquittal of the Governor General after his 
long and memorable trial, Another purchase is a small half-length 
oil portrait of Pepys, by a little-known but respectable painter named 
Hales, who evidently imitated the artificially intense shadows of the 
Spanish and certain Italian painters of a period immediately preceding 
the date of the portrait, a style which was in some favour at the 

The picture exactly corresponds with several amusing 
entries in the “Diary.” VPepys is represented at the age of 
thirty-four, and his peculiar features seem unmistakable, 
despite the black shadows ; and, although he does not wear the formal 
wig of the later portraits by Kneller and others, his head is much 
turned over the shoulder—a position to maintain which when sitting 
Pepys complained caused him great pain and stiffness; he wears a 
“ loese Indian gowne,” which he “hired;” and he holds in his hand 
a gong he had just composed, with the first few words and bars of the 
music plainly legible,—eays Pepys himself, “a very fine song it seems 
to be.” Yet, notwithstanding all these means for identification, the 
work was sold, with other family portraita, at the Pepys-Cockerell 
gale, under the simple designation, “A Musician,” and Mr. Peter 
Cunningham, by whom it was purchased, was the first to recognise 
that it tallied exactly with the particulars given in the diary. What 
a commentary on the fate of portraits in general! he third 
acquisition is a bust- portrait in oil by some painter of the 
school of Holbein, of the Dr, (Sir William) Butts, physician to 
Heury VIL, who appears in attendance upon the King in the last 
act of Shakepeare’s * King Henry VIII.”. Dr, Butts was held in 
high estimation in his day ; he was one of the founders of the College 
of Physicians, and is introduced in Holbein's great picture of the 
“ Granting the Charter to the Barber Surgeons,” 

A fine monument by Mr. Weeks, R.A., to the memory of Archbishop 
Sumner, has this week been placed in the north side of the nave of 
Canterbury Cathedral. It consists of a recumbent efligy of the Arch- 
bishop habited in the cope, or full canonicals, with the hands folded 
over the chest on an open Bible, The likeness is highly approved of 
by those who knew the Archbishop best; the head is excellently 
modelled, and the expression is beautiful, almost, as death itself. The 
monument is strictly Gothic in character, yet, by a very slight side- 
wards inclination of the head, the sculptor has avoided the excessive 
stiffness of Gothic effigies generally ; whilst the position seems at 
once to suggest the movement which gives interest to life, and 
that incapability of effort which is so pathetic in death, The 
altar-tomb on which the figure lies is richly decorated ; at the head 
sre the heraldic insignia of the archbishopric of Canterbury, and at 
the feet those of the see of Chester, which see Dr. Sumner filled before 
that of Canterbury, The work forms a strong contrast to the man 
wretched monuments with which the cathedral has been loade 
within the last few years. The recent multiplication of bad 
monuments within the noble edifice is a crying evil, and has been 
occasioned, if not by actual jobbery among the officials, by a system 
to which none but the worst and least independent artisis would 
submit, 

The very admirable monumental statue of Lord Herbert of Lea, 
by Mr. Foley, R.A., the “motive” and general character of 
which we some time since described from the model, is nearly 
ready for casting in bronze, but, we hear, will not, as stated by some 
of our contemporaries, be placed before the War Office in Pall- 
mall, it having been decided that a new office is to be erected 
adjoining the Foreign Office—now rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. According to a plan under consideration, space whereon 
statues could be erected will be left before the three sides of the pro- 

eed new office, But, if the Herbert committee are casting about 
or a site, why not—thereby initiating an often-talked-of and com- 
mendable echeme—endeavour to procure the erection of this noble 
work (executed, of course, in — in Westminster Hall, as the 
first of a series of statues to reach all round the walls, The colossal 
[size (9 ft.) of the statue would be as near as possible that desirable 
for such a series, 

Not long since we described, from the plans of Sir Charles Barry, 
the handsome additions which would complete the Westminster 
Palace. Although euch additions are very desirable for purposes of 
convenience as well as for architectural considerations, so long a time 
must elapee before the removal of the law courts, and the present 
aspect of things before Westminster Hall is so discreditable, that 
measures (we trust only temporary) are being taken to render the 
unfinished part of the building and adjacent site more agreeable to the 
eye. Scaffolding has been erected before the west side of the clock- 
tower, which is to be paneled in harmony with the rest of the build- 
ing. An arcade is to be erected along the east side of Palace-yard, 
forming a new base to the building, and rising somewhat higher than 
the level of the roadway near Westminster Bridge. There is to be 
a porch in the centre of the arcade having a statue on each side, and 
giving entrance to that part of the palace. The arcade will afford 
accees, by means of a subway continued under the road of the bridge, 
to the new railway station, which is to be erected to the north-west 
angle of the bridge. A handsome iron parti-gilt railing, with gates, 
will cxtend along Bridge-street, within which, and also on the west 
side of the quadrangle, shrubberics will be made, 





CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Falkner Lyle; or, the Story of Two Wives. By Mark Lemon. 

3 vols, (Hurst and Blackett.) Anything from the pen of Mr. Mark 
Lemon must be received with pleasure by persons who in these days of 
unwholesome fiction have retained a taste for genial writing and 
healthy morals, ‘The popularity of this gentleman’s previous works, 
indeed, says more for the public than some pessimists have been 
willing to concede. It is perfectly true that an exceedingly bad mix- 
ture of English melodrama and French sentiment has been extra- 
ordinarily acceptable to the circulating libraries for some years past, 
and that a book in which almost impossible crimes, adventures, and 
escapes are sauced with a good deal of sentimentality and a little 
blasphemy has still a very good chance of being a success, But we 
believe that the thing has been overdone, and that the merchants of 
tainted goods are becoming bankrupt, while we have the yet 
more satisfactory belief that there are thousands who show no 
favour to such wares, but have a ready appreciation of plea- 
sant and cheerful fiction, which can be read without a sense 
of demoralisation. To that class of fiction Mr. Lemon’s novels 
belong, and we rejoice, in the public interest, to know that they are 
very welcome to large numbers of readers, But, in the present 
instance, Mr. Mark Lemon has addressed himself to his work with a 
keener artistic sense and a larger artistic power than in any of his 
earlier novels. He has given much care to the construction and 
development of his tale, and the result is admirable. A somewhat 
ccmplex plot has been laid out with foresight and provision for strong 
ecenes, and it is impossible not to be interested in the progress of the 
story. The dramatic strength of the author is not precguaey 
exhibited in situations of passion ; but perhaps there will be as muc 
pleasure felt in the cleverly-sustained and often subtle dialogue with 
which the business is carried along, almost without the reader's being 
conecious that he is moving with the dramatis personw. The 
tone of the book, in spite of certain tragic incidents, is habita- 
ally cheerful, for Mr. Lemon is evidently never so happy as 
when he can show the brighter side of hemes character; but 
be has not permitted Lis own likings to prevent his doing himself 
justice where the darker touches are essential; and in the character 
of one of his leading personages, Bertha (we purposely abstain from 
indicating her relations to others), he has given as vivid a picture of 
evil as any of the sensation novelists—even the female ones—could 
bave drawn; while he has never been tempted by the power of the 
conception to render the subject other than an object of our hate, In 
this character, and in that of Falkner Lyle himself, Mr. Lemon’s 
psychological ekil) has been exerted to the utmost, and he has achieved 
extraordinary force and finish. We hold it, in most cases, unfair to 
sketch, in a bald and condensed form, a plot which an author has 
developed with special care to bring out his effects in his own fashion ; 
nor has a reviewer, we humbly conceive, a right to reproduce cha- 
racters in his own language, and “re-weigh the justice” which the 
author has done them. It is, perhaps, only pardonable to do 
either of there thirgs in cases where an author is comparatively un- 
known, and where his merits are likely to be left in obscurity unless 
they are pointed out to the general reader. Mr. Lemon’s books are 
read by everybody, and therefore the critic has no excuse for enriching 
his own dissertation by pillage from the author. We shall content 
ourselves with saying that “ Falkner Lyle” is a tale of the day; that 
the personages are euch as live and move around us; that the scene is 
in England and also in India; and that the writer has supplied his 
characters with some of the very strongest motives of action and of 
passion, To say much about the two wives, beyond mentioning that 
this is not a tale of bigamy, would be to deprive a reader of a 
pleasurable excitement ; but we must note that the characters of these 
ladies are in highly-wrought contrast, and that we have had a difficulty 
in determining on which portrait Mr. Lemon has bestowed 
most elaboration. Among the subordinate persons, most of 
them racily drawn, there are a Mr. and Mrs. Mallett, who are 
excecdingly amusing ; and there is a dreadful old maid, who carries 
the vices with which old maids are credited into such animated action 
as to give one the idea of a new type of torment, Then we have a 
Mr. Bumpstead, who is the most useful, thoughtful, amusing of 
philanthropists ; and there are some persons of the lower class who 
are introduced, not for their own sakes, but for the sake of the story, 
but who are very real, and not at all caricatured, ‘This last point is 
one on which Mr. Lemon is always right. Many novelists finish up 
their ladies and gentlemen with conscientiousness and care; but in 
regard to menials and the humbler orders imitate the haughty old 
painters of other days, who treated animals and other accessories in 
any way that promoted the effect of the picture, and with profound 
contempt for zoology. Mr. Lemon avoids this carelessness, and what- 
ever a clown or a tramp has to say, if it be only a few words, is said 
in a probable manner. We have little to add, except a sincere 
congratulation to Mr. Mark Lemon on his new success, Society 
bes for many years been indebted to him for much of 
its “harmless gaiety.” His dramas were always welcome, and 
would be welcome now, inferior as are the artists who would be sup- 
ported by rather than support them, to those of the original cast, and 
we conclude that even Mr. Lemon's good nature would hardly let him 
intrust new and important characters to such companies as satisfy the 
—— degenerated class of playgoers, But in other ways society 
as been and is Mr. Lemon's debtor, and notably for his eminent 
charioteering skill in driving the car of Punch round the political and 
sccial zodiac. He has displayed his singular versatility in addressing 
himself, in middle life, to a form of composition which many men 
take up in youth, but few much later, and he has shown himself a 
master in his new art, We say this emphatically, because the proof 
is that each of his books manifests new thought and varied treatment, 
“Falkner Lyle” cannot fail to become a favourite; yet no one who 
studies it will be prepared to say that it will not be surpa: " 
successor, for it is the work of a skilled artist, working in a rich field, 
and for such a worker there are no limits save those which are self- 
imposed, 

‘he Atlantic Telegraph. By W. H. Russell, LL.D, Tlustrated by 
Robert Dudley. Dedicated, by special permission, to H.R.H. Albert 
Edward Prince of Wales. (Day and Son, Limited.) A right royal 
beok, Its exterior is splendid ; and its interior contains the story of 
what, notwithstanding that fortune has hitherto withheld her smiles, 
is a glorious undertaking. The story is told by a great master of 
description and narrative; and the illustrations, full of life, and ex- 
pression, and reality, are due to the pencil of a masterful draughts- 
men, He who wrote and he who drew are a well-matched pair; 
and they have, with the cunning aid of Messrs, Day, 
wrought a work to delight the heart. For, though Englismen 
may read in it of that which they do not like—defeat ; they will read 
aleo that the defeat is but temporary ; that its proper name is check ; 
that it is but one of the repulses with which fate tries the meitle of 
the resolute man, and against which Watt, and Boulton, and 
Stephenson, and many another struggled on to scientific victory; that 
the Atlantic Te logue Company are foiled indeed, but neither dis- 
mayed nor beaten ; and that before ihe midnight chimes ring out the 
preeent year the lightning shall be the messenger between England 
and America, Already there has been one gleam of success : once the 
old telegraph-wire flashed greeting from the Queen of England to the 
President of the United States, and from the President back to the 
Queen ; and we take that as an omen of good times to come when 
communications by telegraph shall be uninterrupted between the two 
nations; when business shall be transacted, anxieties relieved, and 
misunderstandings corrected in the twinkling of an eye. The last 
word, we are told, transmitted through the old telegraph from Europe 
to America was “ forward ;” let this further omen be accepted, and 
let “ forward” be the motto of the promoters of the enterprise. It were 
long, and perhaps would but renew unutterable pain, to tell here the 
whole tale of the grand but luckless expedition from the time when the 
Great Eastern “stood slowly on her course” from the Irish shore, and 
when “the machinery of the paying-out apparatus began to work, 
droms rolled, wheels whirled, and out spun the black line of the 
cable, and dropped in a graceful curve into the sea over the stern 
wheel,” to the fearful moment when the broken cable, having been 
struck and hooked, came slowly up from its oozy bed, and then, at 
the enapping of a haweer, sped back like lightning to the bottom of 
the Atlantic. He who would read it should tur to Mr, Russell's 
account ; and he who would fain have seen with his bodily eyes each 
phare of the magnificent enterprise should turn to Mr, Dudley's illus- 





trations, for so vivid are they that the sensation of actual presence 


may be all but realised. Let us leave, however, the contemplation of 
failure and dwell upon the more cheering assurances of success, “A 
calm examination,” we are told, “ of the causes which led to the suspen- 
sion of the Great Eastern’s work, inspired those whose judgments were 
free from prejudice with the belief that a series of accidents, in their 
nature easily guarded against for the future, had been the sole causes 
of the frustration of the enterprise.” And again—‘‘The Great 
Eastern is now undergoing the alterations which will render her abso- 
mame T pee for the purpose pe the new cable and picking up 
the old, and next (i.e., this) year will see the renewa! of the enterprise, 
. « » Remembering all that has occurred—how well-grounded hopes 
were deceived, just expectations frustrated—there are still grounds for 
confidence, absolute so far as the nature of human affairs permits 
them in any calculation of future events to be, that the year 1866 will 
witness the consummation of the greatest work of civilised man.” 
Let all the people say, amen; and in time to come may it be fitting to 
apply to the submerged cable the words “ merses profundo, pulchrior 
evenit.” A comparison of pages 58 and 59 will show a discrepancy 
which is due, probably, to misprinting ; the distance of a “fault” in 
the cable is stated in the former page to have been three miles from 
the vessel and in the latter about ten and aquarter. But handwriting 
will account for the most startling phenomena. 

The Life and Letters of Lady Arabella Stuart, By Hiizabeth 
Cooper. (Hurst and Blackett.) These are certainly two very in- 
teresting volumes, It may be a question whether anybody was 
yearning for any new account of Lady Arabella Stuart's life, enjoy- 
ments, and sufferings ; whether the author has succeeded in giving 
what can be called a new account; and whether the account given is 
not swelled to undesirable bulk by unnecessary and not very pertinent 
detail ; but the two volumes are undeniably interesting. They contain a 
romance of real life; and such romance is always more readable than 
that of pure fiction, as much more satisfactory as a castle in Yorkshire 
is than a castle in the air. Poor Lady Arabella, too, is less likely than 
many other historical heroines to have an abiding place in average 
memories ; for, though she was the daughter of a line of kings, she 
died with her head still on her shoulders ; and though she is buried ia 
Westminster Abbey, not a record-stone is above her grave, If she had 
not persisted in marrying William Seymour, and even if she had not 
attempted to escape—in man’s apparel and riding manwise—with 
him, it is probable that she might have bad a tolerably agreeable (so 
far as such a thing was possible for Royal personages in her day) sort 
of life; but, in that case, she would, of course, have lost all claim to 
be considered romantic, and, consequently all chance of being respected 
or having her life and letters read by posterity. Or, if it had not been 
for her Royal blood, she might have gone into some profitable line of 
business, such as the licensed-victualling or a kindred trade, for which 
she shows, in her letters, considerable natural aptitude and inclination, 
inherited, no doubt, from her grandmother, the excellent housewife, 
“ Bees of Hardwick,” Countess of Shrewsbury. Providence, however, 
or rather, natural cavses, made her, unfortunately, related to James L, 
besides giving her some sort of title to the crown of England, She was 
both James's cousin—which seems to have been in those days sutticient 
ground for enmity— and also to a certain extent his rival, and a con- 
tinual cause of apprebension to him. Hence his watchfal care that 
she should make a prudent (so far as be was concerned) marriage—if 
any at all; and hence poor Lady Arabella’s tears. Her end was in- 
deed sad ; but our author seems to take her up, even before her mar- 
riage, far more tenderly, to treat her far more carefully, to describe 
her far more romantically, and to mourn over her far more bitterly, 
than—bhowever young and fair and slenderiy-fashioned she may once 
have been—her conduct, her monopolies, and even her imprisonment 
and death (for she had arrived at the age of about sweet forty-one) 
would lead one to expect. The fate of Lady Jane Grey couldscarcely 
be more passionately lamented. 

Attention must also be requested for the following works :—A 
Picture History of England, illustrated with eighty engravings by the 
Brothers Dalziel, from designs by A. W. Bayes, written for the use of 
the young by H. W. Dulcken, Ph. D. (George Routledge and Sons) ;— 
Runnymede and Lincoln Fair, a story of the Great Charter, by the 
late Mr, J. G. Edgar, whose happy style in his special department of 
literature is well known and highly appreciated: the book is illua- 
trated by Robert Dudley, and has heraldic headings and tailpieces 
contributed by W. Harry Rogers (S. O. Beeton) ;—The Parables of 
Jesus, with eight plain and two coloured illustrations, by the author 
of “ Doing and Suffering,” &c., intended for children; The Friends of 
Jesus, a similarly illustrated book of the same kind and by the same 
author as the former (John F, Shaw and Co.) ;—Tiec Friends of 
Christ, a volume of the “Library of Excellent Literature,” by the 
Rev. Dr, Adams (James Blackwood and Co.) ;—Cilbert Rugge, a well- 
written and readable three-volume novel, by the author of “ A Firat 
Friendship” (Hurst and Blackett). 





PARIS FASHIONS FOR MARCH. 
THE modistes of the world of fashion have been so engaged of late 
in inventing new costumes for the numerous fancy-dress balls that 
have been following one another over here in such rapid succession 
that they have hardly had time to bestow even a passing thought on 
toilets for ordinary occasions. The “chapeau a la printemps,” a tiny 
hat of bewitching shape, which will be found depicted in the Ena- 
graving (page 217), is perhaps the chief novelty of the season, 
which, by-the-way, by no means presages the early advent of 
spring. The Tudor bonnet, very much in the style of that 
peculiar head-dress with which Mary Queen of Scots is always 
associated, seems likely, spite of its somewhat owtré form, to become 
more generally adopted. It is known to be a favourite with the 
Empress, which of course will not be without its effect. Plush seems 
to be the favourite material just now for walking dresses and 
“ casaques,” and certainly looks remarkably elegant. For children’s 
dresses it is rapidly supplanting all other kinds of material. Camso 
ornaments attached to velvet ribbons are used for the trimming of 
dresses, and some very handsome buttons have been produced in this 
style.

MANIFOLD have been the subjects of Parliamentary discussion during 

i past week or so; and from not one of them did the now leader of 
the House of Commors permit himself to escape. Except that he 
retains his one costume and chevelure, Mr. Gladstone has shown 

ers of transformation and variety of adaptation which have pro- 

ly never been equalled, except by Mr. Woodin or Charles 
the elder, The first consideration that presents 

iteelf in regard to the extraordi nervous activity which 
Mr. Gladstone displays is whether, physically, he can stand it. 
He emulates Lord Palmerston in the steadiness and continuity of his 
atiendance in the House, but he does not imitate him in judicious 
reticerce, nor in that deliberate system of napping on the Treasury 
bench, in the literal sense of the word, which Prd Palmerston always 
adopted. Every faculty and every nerve of Mr. Gladstone seem to 
be kept at high tension from a quarter-past four until the adjourn- 
ment of the House, whenever that may and he speaks on every 
question, Nay, he does not spare himself even in answering 
uestions. On one occasion (to be sure it was when Sir 
Robert Peel, breaking out into hot opposition, and, seconded 
by Mr. Lowe, was vehement about the Catholic University 
in Ireland) he spoke what was represented by over a column 
in a newspaper; and in replying to Lord Stanley at another 
time, about our money exchanges with Japan, he delivered something 
like an organised Japanese budget. Then his sensitiveness in smaller 
matters is extreme. As an instance, take this: Mr. Crawford was 
speaking on the necessity for amending the arrangements of the tele- 
graphs to India, and happened to say that he did not speakin the interest 
of any companies, adding, with a good-humoured smile, that he 
had once had a severe warning from Mr. Gladstone as to attempting 
to promote the interests of private commercial undertakings by the 
aid of Government subsidies. Upon this Mr. Gladstone started into an 
attitude like that of Death in Roubilliac’s monument to Mrs, Nightingale 
in Westminster Abbey, an expression of amazed dissent upon his 
countensnee, and instantly and literally rushed from the House, 
returning shortly with a volume of Hansard, which he conned until 
an oproriunity occurred for bim to rise and explain away that which 
be evidently believed to have been a subject of rankle in the mind of Mr. 
Crav ford, It is out of the very earnestness and conscientiousness of his 
heart, his excessive cagerness to do what he conceives his duty, 
and his determination to do it, that this over-wrought sensibility 
eprirge. But the question for those who believe that a great career of 
the highest statesmanship awaits him is whether he is not dangerously 
wasting physical strength—there is no fear that his intellect will ever 
krow exhaustion—and perilling many hopes which the country enter- 
tains of him. It is but just to say that but in one instance, 
as yet, has he given way to an yr or sternness 
of manner, which was once characteristic of him, and then 
the occasion was one which pleaded in his excuse; for an Irish 
member, who looks as though he was perched upon stilts and was trying 
to make his talk and demeanour as stilted as possible also, attempted, 
in a balf-insolent half-easy way, to get a clause inserted in the [rish 
Cattle Plague Bill which would have given Irish agriculturists a 
- on the public purse which had been distinctly refused to those of 
ingland. ‘This did irritate Mr. Gladstone, who sarcastically and 
emphatically reproved the said member—he being a member of 
the Opposition—in a way which might well have been called 
castigaiing; and every one either forgave or sympathised with the 
operator and laughed at the recipient. Looking at the difficulty 

r. Gladstone finds in reducing his copiousness of speech to 
the teree give-and-take style which Ministers who are leaders always 
cultivate, one can understand the admiration of Lord Palmerston’s 
faculty of always saying just what he wished to say which he so emphati- 
cally expressed in the speech in which he anatomised the character of 
the late Premier when moving for a monument to his memory. 

A remarkable paper might be written on the curiosities of a 
Friday night’s debate. The form is that, on the motion for 
going into Committee of Supply, any member can bring forward any 
subject, which is discussed as an amendment to the motion. As 
members can only speak once in the debate, and as often, if not 
—— several different matters require replies from Ministers, all 
of which are to be packed into one speech, each Minister is obliged 
to wait till the questions which concern him are exhausted; and, as 
these may be placed at intervals from the beginning to the 
end of the list, the result is the most absurd Parliamentary 
salmagundi that can be conceived, A debate on a recent Friday 
was a special instance of this. There were sixteen subjects set down, 
of which three were in the province of the President of the Board of 
Trade; seven within that of Mr, Gladstone, as leader, or Chancellor 
of the Exchequer ; four of the Home Secretary, and so on. The enter- 
tainment was opened (suggesting certain gastronomic proprieties as to 
the right thing with which to commence a good dinner) with oysters ; 
then came the postmaster-generalship; then the rating of docks at 
Liverpool; then the laws of international neutrality ; then metro- 
politan railways; then Fenianism in America; and one or two 
Otherse—some of the most remote being dropped for want of 
time. The first question, at a little before five, concerned the 
Board of Trade, and, by great good Inck, things so fell out that Mr. 
Gibson was able to intervene about nine, and, as usual, to say that he 
knew nothing about, and meant to do nothing with, all the matters in 
hand. By this time a new young member, Mr. Labouchere, was able 
to launch a neat, well-prepared speech on the neutrality laws; and, 
as the Solicitor-General was observed to bring in a glass of water to 
the Attorney-General, people were prepared to hear the learned gentle- 
man’s most able, close, and admirable speech, and a remarkable discus- 
sion entued for awhile. But presently subjects became so intermingled 
that Mr. Whalley got in a speech about one which had been mooted 
two or three hours before ; and, by a singular coincidence, just then Mr, 
Stuart Mill, who has displayed such extraordinary and eager watch- 
fulness of the proceedings of the House, was observed to drop suddenly 
into a deep slumber, which must have been somewhat mesmeric. Anon, 
Mr. Watkin got to his part, the question of Fenianism in America, and 
a very interesting and well-sustained debate arose ; and, disregarding all 
the other interrogatories which remained to be put to him, Mr. Gladstone 
rose at what he, no doubt, considered a critical moment, Declining to 
accede to the cries of the House for Mr. Oliphant, a new member 
(who brings no small reputation with him into the House, and who, 
by-the-by, made a capital speech afterwards), on the ground of the 
necessity of instant Ministerial interposition in so important a matter, 
Mr. Gladstone, with positive, but perhaps unavoidable, bathos, 
first began to reply to a question which had been put at 
five o'clock, and the age | of which, as it came from Mr. 
Darby Griffith, may be casily gauged. In his concluding 
sentences he eo earnestly deprecated further discussion on a most deli- 
cate and difficult subject that, when members did not heed his remon- 
strance but went on, Mr. Walpole, in his capacity as arbitrator-general 
of the House, rose, in evident terror of imminent war with the United 
States, and, in broken accents and in still more broken sentences, ad- 
jured the House to be as reticent as the Minister desired, This multi- 
farious Friday evening debate came to a conclusion abruptly—no one 
knew exactly how or why. 

A word or two on prominent first appearances of new or revived 
members may not be unacceptable. First, let welcome be given to Mr, 
Beresford Hope, who has returned to Parliament as quaint and as 
unconsciously comical as ever. One believes that Mr. Hope is by 
nature and abit really a melancholy man; and yet he looks the 
impersonation of comicality. He does not speak; he intones 
in an alto note, and when he was the other night threatening 
with shaking head and uplifted finger, anyone who dared 
to meddle with Northumberland House, one could not but 
think of Wamba, the son of Witless, warning Front-de-Bouf 
of what wonld happen if they ran a tilt together. Amongst 
the resurrections may be noted Mr. Laing, who has twice spoken 
like one having an authority, and who, on Mr, White's every- 
Way ponderous motion on national expenditure, delivered so 
able, skilful, and argumentative a speech in favour of existing 
administration that be left Mr. Gladstone little to say, and 
enabled that gentleman to make the shortest address he haz 
produced this Session. The first debate on the Navy Esti- 
mates which, by-the-by, Lord Clarence Paget took occasion 
to eay farewell to the House almost in so many words, and who was 
at once more pathetic and more resolute in the defence of his depart- 
ment than ever) showed that, although the fate of the last election 


has driven several of the naval reformers from Parliament, others are 
springing up. For Mr, Samuda took up the running, from the ship- 
building point of view, and Admirals Erskine and Seymour (all new 
members) developed themselves promptly as pure-seamen critics, The 
discussion on telegraphic communication with India above alluded to 
brought out Sir Charles Bright, the new member for Greenwich, who 
is an authority on telegraphs, and seems desirous of emulating their 
speed in his speaking.

ought to have punished and rep The allegations were altogether too 
vague and indefinite to warrant any representations being made by the 
responsible Ministers of the Crown to the Government of the United States. 
Educated long in the habits of freedom, let them have trust in the good faith 
of the American Government, and not prematurely sow the seeds of distrust. 
He asked the House, out of regard of the public interest, to leave the matter 
in the bands of the Executive Government, 

Mr. Otway approved of representations being made to the American 
Government, and asked what was the English Minister at Washington about, 
that he had not furnished trustworthy information as to the mischief which 
was being done. 

Mr. Oliphant deprecated the course which Mr. Watkin invited the Govern- 
ment to take as most unwise. What the Fenians wanted was to be taken 
notice of ; but no one in America ed them with any sentiment save that 
of ridicule. They had not conciliated public feeling in America because they 
had not a solitary gentleman among them, and so valuable was population in 
the States that, if any great exodus of them was seriously contemplated, the 
Government would interfere at once and put a stop to the whole thing. 

Mr. Yorke bys the Chancellor of the Exchequer with having “ blinked’

Lord Stanley of Alderley was understood to say that loans of ancient masters 
were not contemplated to any great extent, but might of ceurse occur. 

Lord Taunton suggested that the Act should be made to embrace all works 
of art now in this country. 

After a few words from Lord Overstone and the Duke of Marlborough, the 
report of amendments, embodying in them the suggestion of Lord Taunton, 
was received and adopted. 

THE CATTLE PLACUR, 

The Earl of Derby asked whether it was the intention of her Majesty's 
Government to take charge of the bill (Mr. Hunt’s) which would probably be 
brought up to the House on Monday next upon this subject. Barl Granville was 
understood to say that the Government did not intend to take charge of the 
bill, but would give every facility to its passing through the House, 

Lord Wharncliffe rose to ask the Lord President whether the local authority 
in England can apply the county rate to the payment of rewards offered for 
i: formation as to illegal removal of cattle. He thought such application would 
have a very prejudical effect. 

The Esri of Airlie was understood to ask whether any experiments were 
now in progress under the sanction or direction of the Government for the 
core or extirpation of the cattle plague. It appeared from a report sent to 
her Majesty's Government that the disease had been cured at Warsaw, when 
it broke out there, by the use of chalybeate waters. 

Lord Kinnaird deprecated the wholesale slaughter of cattle, and thought 
meny would attempt to evade the Act. He thought he should. The noble 
Lord was proceeding to other observations when he was loudly called to order, 
the bill he was discussing having already become law. 

In reply to Lord Wharncliffe, Earl Granville said the words of the Act 
would not authorise the local authorities to apply the county rate in the 
manner sepoken of. In reply also to the noble Earl (Airlie), he could state 
that the Royal Commissioners appointed by the Government were making 
experiments in the matter,

The House then went into Committee, when, on the motion of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, a resolution was agreed to granting £30,000 to her 
Majesty for the marriage portion of Princess Helena. 

The report from the Committee on the messages of the Queen relating to the 
provision to be made for Princess Helena, and likewise for the establishment 
of Prince Alfred, was brought up and agreed to, 

The report on the monument to Lord Palmerston was also brought up. 

The Public Offices Site Bill was read a second time. 

The Telegraph Act Amendment Bill was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. D. Griffith obtained leave to bring in a bill to alter and improve the 
law relating to voting in public companies. 

Mr. Huddleston moved for leave to introduce a bill to amend the Act for the 
prevention of frauds and abuses in the hop trade, 

Mr. Walpole obtained leave to bring in a bill for vesting the glebe lands of 
the vicarage of Rechdale, im the county of Lancaster, in the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners for England, and for making provision for the endowment of 
the said vicarage in lieu thereof, and for the promotion of other ecclesiastical 
purposes in connection therewith. 

Mr. M. Gibson moved for leave to bring in a bill to amend the Merchant 
Shipping Act of 1854 in respect of the provisions relating to the measurement 
of the tonnage of steam-vessels, 

The several bills were then brought up and read a first time. 

QUEEN'S UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGES, IRELAND. 

Sir R. Peel asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer whether, after the motion 
which he (Sir R. Peel) had put on the paper—a motion with reference to the 
Queen’s Colleges in Ireland—the Government had cetermined to yield to the 
wish of the House and make no alteration in the charter of the Queen's Uni- 
versity without first consulting the House. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said no change had taken place as to the 
way the Government would proceed. An opportunity would be afforded the 
House of considering the subject at the proper time. 

THE DEEP SEA OYSTER FISHERIES. 

Mr. 8. Cave called attention to the report of the Deep Sea Fishery Com- 
mission, and asked the President of the Board of Trade whether her Majesty's 
Government intended to carry into effect the recommendaiion of the Com- 
mittee respecting the Deep Sea Oyster Fishery. He hoped they intended to 
do so at an early period, 

Mr. Du Cane remarked that the report of the Commission summed up the 
whole case with regard to the difficulties of the present Act. He concurred 
in the remarks of Mr. Cave, and thought that the Convention Act with France 
should be repealed, as it had acted injuriously, and hoped there would be some 
relaxation of the close system. The best authorities said the oyster-beds were 
more productive the more they were dredged. Were the present system 
amended it would be a great boon to those who made their living by the oyster- 
trade. He hoped the Government intended to take immediate action. 

Mr. Rebow, Sir P. Burrell, and Mr. Blake also made some observations on 
the subject, and thought some alteration in the law was necessary. 

Mr. Gibeon eaid the Government intended as soon as possible to give effect 
to the recommendations of the Commissioners, and they had already sent a 
copy of the report to the Government of France, inviting their attention to 
the opinion expressed that the Convention Act should be terminated. He 
believed the ground was now laid for putting our fishery laws upon asound and 
satisfactory basis. 

THE NEUTRALITY LAWS. 

Mr. Labouchere called attention to the inadequacy of our neutrality laws 
to enable us to fulfil our international obligations towards foreign countries. 
He urged that in the interests of humanity it was necessary to revise a law 
which had hitherto been productive of great evil, and that an international 
obligation rested upon every State to prevent its subjects engaging in a cause 
of hostility against a Power with which it was at peace. He contended that it 
was an act of hostility to arm and equip in a neutral port a vessel that was 
intended to prey upon the commerce of a friendly Power, and he instanced 
the injury which hed been inflicted by the Alabama, the Florida, and other 
veseels built in this country upon the commerce of the United States during 
the late American civil war. 

Mr. Roebuck reminded the hon. member that in the Federal army many 
British subjects had served, who now called themselves American officers and 
appeared es Fenians in Dublin Bay. The Federala obtained guns, powder, 
and materials of war from this country ; and why should not the Confederates 
obtain ships? He acknowledged that his sympathies were all in favour of the 
Southern States. In his opinion the Federal army was made up very much of 
a body of Dugald Dalgettys. They had, however, conquered; and he wished 
them joy of their conquest. They were not yet, however, a re-united people ; 
and he hoped they never wonld be. 

Mr. Laing said that the law relating to the capture of private property 
should be the eame at sea as upon land. If a captain had seized private 
property on land in the eame way as he was allowed to do at sea he would be 
at once cashiered. In this country we had an immense interest in tho 
question, and, if not too late, he —_ that an arrangement would be come to 
for amending the present law relating to international obligations. 

Mr. Sandford referred to the marches of General Sherman and the raids of 
General Sheridan, for the purpose of controverting Mr. Laing’s assertion that 
private property was reepected om land. At the same time, there was no doubt 
that our international law was capable of great amendment. He suggested 
that en international congress should be called together to consider the whole 
subject, and expreased his approval of the conduct of President Johnson, who, 
he thought, had done much to conciliate the unhappy people of the South. 

Mr. Lefevre recommended that in any future complication the points of 
difference should be referred to arbitration. 

The Attorney-General did not believe that any public advantage could 
arise from this discussion, although he admitted that the subject was one of 
considerable importance. He then proceeded to compare the laws of 
England with thoee of America, contending that the former were more 
efficient for the protection of neutral rights than the latter. The Government 
could not have done more than they had done in the case of the Alabama, and 
he instanced what they had done in the case of the rams in justification of 
their general policy. 

FENIANISM IN AMPRICA. 

Mr. Watkin, who had a question on the paper with regard to the Fenian 
organisation in America, gave details of the movement at the other side of 
the Atlantic. Fenianiem was, he asserted, entirely of American origin, but 
the American people did not sympathise with it, and it had not made any 
way whatever in the British American provinces. An attempt by Chilian 
egentas to fit out an expedition in the United States against Spain had been 
summarily checked by President Johnson ; and he was persuaded that when 
it was pointed out that the Fenians were employing United States officers, 
that they were fitting ont privateers, and issuing bonds in the name of the 
Irich Republic, with the avowed object of depriving her Majesty of a portion 

‘ominions, the Government of America would not tolerate so serious 
en outrage on all the high obligations of honour and good feeling which 
shon ent the relations of two great and friendly States.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE BILL. 

Earl Granville stated, with regard to Mr. Hunt's Cattle Plague Bill, that 
the Government were not prepared to recommend it to the House, and that he 
should propose very iderable amend ta to it. 

The Earl of Derby regretted this decision, and suggested that to refer the 
bill to a Select Committee would be preferable to an independent peer throw- 
ing it loosely on the table. 

Earl Granville intimated that of course Ministers would take up the measure 
if no independent peer did, but only upon the understanding that the parts 
they objected to would be struck out. 

The bill was then brought up and read a first time. 


THE STATE OF IRELAND. 

Lord Lifford having inquired whether it was the intention of Government 
to introduce a measure to provide for the support of the Roman Catholic 
clergy in Ireland, 

Earl Russell pointed out the difference in the circumstances under which 
Mr. Pitt and Lord Castle h had expressed themselves favourable to such a 
measure from those which existed at the present moment, and said he did not 
think that any scheme of the sort could now be adopted with advantage. 

Earl Grey, after expressing an opinion that the time for the proposal had 
gone by, gave notice that,on the 9th of March, he should move for a Com- 
mittee of the whole House to consider the state of Ireland, and should therein 
propose resolutions expressing his view of the measures required to be takea. 

After some further discussion the subject dropped. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Monpay. 

The resolution granting a marriage portion of £30,000 to Princess Helena, 
passed in Committee of Supply, was reported and agreed to. 

The Cattle Diseases ( and) Bill and the Labouring Classes Dwellings Bill 
were read a second time, 

The Jamaica Government Bill and the Pensions Bill passed through Oom- 
mittee. 

The Savings-Banks and Post-Ofice Savings-Banks Bill was recommitted, 
and, having passed through Com mittee, was reported as amended. 


PUBLIC BXPENDITURE, 

On the order for going into Committee of Supply, 

Mr. White moved the resolutions following :—‘* That the expenditare of the 
Government has of late years been excessive. That it was and is now taken 
in great measure out of the earnings of the people, and forms in no small 
degree a deduction from a scanty store which is necessary to secure to them a 
sufficiency, not of the comforts of life, but even of the prime necessaries of 
food, of clothing, of shelter, and of fuel.”’ “ That this House, whilst mindful 
of ite obligations to maintain the security of the country at home and the 
protection of ite interests abroad, is deeply impressed with the urgent neces- 
sity of economy in every department of the State, and is of opinion that no 
Administration is deserving of the confidence of this House and of the country 
which shall not relieve the present burden of taxation on the unrepresented 
and other classes, by making an early and large reduction of the Government 
expenditure,” 

After some observations by Sir S. Northoote and Mr. Laing, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rose and defended the Estimates of the 
Government. While objecting to mere vague and unsupported declarations 
like thoee of the hon, member, the House, he said, would ever find the Govern- 
ment ready to agree to the freest discussion and the most searching criti- 
cisms. He concluded by expressing a hope that Mr. White would not divide 
the House, 

To this wish Mr. White agreed. 


THE NAVY ESTIMATES, 

The House then went into Committee of Supply, when 

Lord C. Paget moved the Navy Estimates. After touching on some minor 
changes in the form of the Estimates, he stated that the total amount asked 
for the year 1866-7 was £10,388,153, and explained that, though the appa- 
rent reduction on the Estimates of last year was only about £4000, the 
reduction on the ordimary expenditure was in reality much greater, as 
would have been apparent but for the increase of £350,000 in the vote for 
the dockyards, This, he reminded the House, was in obedience to the 
decision of a Committee of the House of Commons in favour of an immediate 
construction of the new works which were rendered necessary by the changes 
in our Navy, and it consequently would appear in the Estimates for some 
years tocome. To show that there was a decrease in the ordinary items Lord 
Clarence mentioned that while the cost of the personnel of the Navy for the 
eleven years ending with these Estimates was £48,000,000, as against 
£47,000,000 for the matériel, the cost of the matérie! this year was only 
£2,500,000, against £4,000,000 for the personnel. On the vote for the men there 
was an apparent reduction of £127,808, but a real reduction of £80,000, the reduo- 
tion in the number of men beimg 1350. Passing to the vote for the dockyards, 
Lord Clarence explained that though the t increase on this vote was 
£64,776, the real increase was only about £35,000. He next described what 
the Admiralty proposed to do in regard to shipbuilding this year. On this 
vote the chief reduction was on contract-built ships—viz., £229,000, and 
Lord Clarence entered at some length into the reasons which had led the 
Admiralty to make this reduction. He stated that by the ist of April we 
should have thirty armour-plated ships afloat, and that it was intended te 
commence a double-tarreted ship to carry four 22-ton guns, of 5099 tons, 
1100-horse power, and a speed of fourteen knots, It was also intended to build 
two large iron-plated vessels of the Amazon class, and a smaller vessel, which, 
with the Hercules and another iron-plated vessel now building, would make 
15,000 tons of shipping proposed to be constructed during the coming year. 
He mentioned aleo, that since July, 1859, the Admiralty had got rid of 320 
useless vessels, With regard to the expenditure on the dockyard, Lord 
Clarence said that very little had been spent on Woolwich and 
Sheerness, but that considerable progress had been made with the 
great works at Chatham; and it was hoped that equal progress would 
be made at Portsmouth, where it was pro to provide additienal 
facilities for repairing our iron flect, He next described the new works at 
Devonport and Bermuda, and mentioned that the new dock at Malta was pro- 
greasing fairly. Without en into details, he announced that the Admi- 
ralty was preparing a echeme for retirement which it was hoped would 
create a better flow — —-; and another for bettering the condition of 
the medical officers. He quoted some gratifying statistics as to the discipline 
of the Navy, which showed that crime and punishment were greatly on the 
decrease, while education was on the increase, and a red from this that the 
Navy was becoming more popular, and that the comforts and interests of the 
men were fairly attended to, 

Sir J. Pakington, after some general remarks, pressed for a fuller and more 
explicit declaration of the intentions of the Admiralty with regard to 
building turret-ships, 

Mr. Samuda analysed the constitution of our iron fleet, contending that we 
had only ten ships which we could place in the front line of battle, and cen- 
sured the vacillation of the Admiralty in their alternate preference for fully- 
armed and partially-armed vessels. He recommended the addition of six 
turret-ships to our Navy, of about 3000 tons each. 

The discussion was continued by Mr. H. Baillie (who criticised y=! the 
Admiralty’s treatment of Captain Coles), Admiral Waloott, Admiral Brakine, 
and Admiral Seymour; and, on the motion of Sir M. Peto, the debate was 
adjourned uptil Thursday,

GOVERNMENT AND TAXATION OF LONDON. 

Mr. Ayrton moved for a Select Committee to inquire into the local govern- 
ment and local taxation of the metropolis. Having sketehed the history of 
the administration and non-administration of the affairs of the metropolis 
and illustrated the evil of divided authority, he said he had no intention of 
asking the House to depart from the principle of municipality, on which the 
Board of Works was founded. He pointed out that the local boards in dif-

QUALIFICATION POR OFFICES AROLITION BILL. 

Mr. Hadfield moved the second reading of this bill, and said it was the 
same measure which had been eubmitted to a Select Committee of the House 
and pareed in the Commons six times, its object being to relieve persons ac- 
cepting office from the necessity of making declarations to which many con- 
scientiously objected—enuch as the sacramental test. He argued that many 
political leaders, including the Earl of Derby, had admitted that such decia- 
rations were useless as protections to the Established Church; besides which 
it was inoperative, no official ever making the declaration, and bills of 
indemnity for not doing so were passed through Parliament every year. 

Mr. Newdegate proposed as an amendment that the bill be read a second 
time on that day six months. His ground for opposing the bill was, that if 
it became law it would cause such dissensions in corporations as must greatly 
impair their uecfulness, and perhaps ultimately prove fatal to their very 
existence. 

After a short discussion, the House divided, and the amendment was 
negatived by 176 to 55; and the second reading was therefore agreed to. 


FELLOWS OF COLLEGES DECLARATION BILL. 

Mr. Bouverie then moved the second reading of this bill, the object of which 
is to repeal that portion of the Act of Uniformity which requires a candidate 
for a fellowship to eubecribe to the Thirty-nine Articles.

THE DEVONPORT ELECTION, 

On going into Committee of Supply, 

Sir John Pakington called attention to the fact that a telegram had been 
rent from the Admiralty to the authorities at Devon Dockyard, stating 
that every facility should be given for the issuing of the § "s warrants 
on the workmen in that dockyard, He wished to know who sent, and who 
ordered the telegram to be sent, and to whom it was addressed. He also 
wished to know what was the necessity for giving these facilities as regarded 
the dockyard men, who had all residences in the town, any more than there 
was in the case of voters in the town or any other place. He also complained 
that a number of workmen were assembled in the sale-room, which was now 
used as the dockyard police station, and examined in a most hostile and 
improper manner, and been served with the warrants, which ought to have 
been left at their residences. 

Lord C, Paget said that he was not aware of the telegram until Sir J. 
Pakington called bis attention on Monday night to the motion which he was 





to make. He had written to the Admiral Superintendent, who had replied 
that he had acted under orders which he had received, and had assembled the 
men at a quiet place in the yard, and served them with the warrants instead 
of sceking them out at their various homes. 

Sir H. Cairns said the agents indirectly wanted to get the authority of the 
head of the Admiralty to take what was termed the precognition of evidence, 
and it was an abuse of the Speaker’s warrant to call the men into a quiet part 
of the dock, and to search out the kind of evidence they had to give. And 
this, too, without any protection er any caution against being seduced into 
statements that could or could not be afterwards sustained. 

Lord ©. Paget read the letter of the agents, which was to the effect that 
the examination of a number of witnesses on the petition belonging to the dock- 
yard, if conducted at their homes, would be productive of inconvenience and 
annoyance ; whereas, if examined at the dockyard, the affair would be over 
very scon, and would not interfere with the men at their daily work. 

The Solicitor-General said, all the House was concerned with was the con- 
duct of the Admiralty, and that conduct, he submitted, was free from blame, 

Mr. Walpole paid a compliment to the way in which the business of the 
Admiralty had been conducted by the Duke of Somerset; but that was not 
the question. The question was whether any undue influence had been used 
by taking the Speaker's warrant into the dockyard. His opinion was that 
the agents intended to get the sanction of the Admiralty to take the warrant 
into the dockyard, and in that place to carry on theirexamination. Nothing 
Was more opposed to ‘law than to subject witnesses, to be perhaps hereafter 
produced, to an inquisitorial examination, to be used to the prejudice of the 
party against whom a petition had been preferred. It appeared to him to be 
an interference with the freedom of election which the House ought not to 
suffer to be over. 

Mr. Horsman wished to know whether the Speaker had approved or dis- 
approved of the proceedings adopted by the agent in serving his warrant, 

he Speaker said his warrant was only one to summon witnesses, He had 
only ny the warrant because no Chairman of Committees had then been 
appointed. 

Lord C. Paget explained. 

Lord Hotham, on personal grounds, wished to say a few words. When Lord 
Derby was in office a petition was presented against the return of one of the 
members for Devonport, and he (Lord Hotham), as one of the Committee, was 
obliged to coincide with the Committee in reporting against the conduct of 
the Admiralty, the present Duke of Somerset being the chairman of that 
Committee. He should not be surprised, after what had occurred—as he knew 
that the Duke of Somerset had not changed his mind on the subject of the in- 
terfcrence by Government in dockyards, in reference to election petitions--if 
the noble Lord (Lord C. Paget) were instructed to come down to the House 
and to disclaim, on the part of the Duke of Somerset, that he gave approval 
to what had recently taken place in the dockyard. 

Lord R. Montague expressed his disapproval of what had taken place. 

Captain Vivian considered the agents alone were to blame in the matter. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer remarked that there was considerable 
difficulty in arriving at the real facts of the case. They had heard them for 
the first time from the mouth of the right hon. gentleman opposite, who had 
no doubt etated the matter conscientiously. The Government were not in a 
position either to admit or deny his etatement, and they could not pronounce 
an opinion on the matter until they had all the facts before them. If the 
single act attributed to the Admiralty were admitted, considerable blame 
would attach to that department, as the noble Duke was only desirous of 
giving facilities for the serving of the warrant. If any intention of doing 
more than giving thoee facilities were contemplated, then indeed blame would 
attech'; but he did not say that anything of the sort was contemplated, cer- 
tainly not cetablished, to warrant the House in pronouncing a decided opinion. 
He admitted that the examination of witnesses in the dockyard savoured of 
influence ; and if, on inquiry, it should be proved that any such influence had 

been used, it would be advisable to take such steps as would prevent similar 
doings for the future, If, on the other hand, it should turn out that the right 
hon. gentleman had been misinformed, he trusted that the imputation would 
be withdrawn. 

Mr. Disraeli considered that ample time had been given for the Government 
to prepare themselves to meet the charges contained in the right hon. 
gentleman's statement. How could the case be brought before the House in 
any other form than that in which the right hon. gentleman had introduced 
it? What he wanted to know was, whether the House approved of the conduct 
of the agents towards the dockyard workmen? He took it for gran’ed that 
no gentieman on either side of the House would approve of that conduct. 
The examination of the yoters had been prolonged over two hours ; in fact, it 
had been protracted for three days, with the cognizance, sanction, and autho- 
rity of the Admiralty superintendent, who said in doing so he was acting 
onder instructions, Looking at all the facts of the case, he could not help 
thinking that the Speaker’s warrant had been used improperly, and he 
wanted to know who was responsible for this improper act. The responsible 
party was the chief of the Admiralty, and he was glad to hear that the matter 
was to be probed and fully inquired into. He trusted that the Government 
would tell the partics in error that they had acted indiscreetly. 

After afew words from the Attorney-General and Lord J. Manners, the 
subject dropped.

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THE FENIAN CONSPIRACY IN IRELAND. 


Tuk Dublin police, under the authority of a general warrant from the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, began the arrest of persons suspected of 
— part in the Fenian yy early in the morning of 
Saturday week, the day on which the Habeas Coapas Suspension Act 
was passed by the Imperial Parliament at Westminster, the law being 
so far anticipated by the Irish Administration. The first taken into 
custody were meciy strangers to Dablin, who had been there for 
some time past without any apparent employment, but were never in 
want of money, and lived at respectable hotels and lodging-houses in 
excelient style. These persons had been kept since their arrival under 
the close observation of the police, as it was suspected that they had 
come from America for no good purpose, their dress and general ap- 
pearance showing that they had been residents at the other side of 
the Atlantic. Although it was expected in Dublin that the Habeas 
Corpus Act would be suspended, these men evidently did not think 
that they would be interfered with for at least a week, which would 
give them sufficient time to make their arrangements for departure. 
Some of them were in bed, others were dressing, and some were at 
breakfast when the police came on them by surprise ; and when they 
asked what charge was against them, in no instance did they recejve 
any reply. No time was given for communication with friends or asso- 
ciates, and as fast as the arrests were made the prisoners were hurried 
off to the nearest station-houses, where they were locked up with- 
out being even told why they were taken into custody. The 
second class of prisoners taken up on Saturday week were princi- 
pally those who had been residing in the streets adjoining the South 

iberties, and who, like their friends dwelling in various hotels and 
lodging-houses elsewhere in the city, had no occupation but walk- 
ing about, and seemed to be waiting for some event, whilst they 
had money enough for their livelihood and did pot inquire for work. 
As the day advanced the arrests became more frequent and general, 
and from every direction prisoners, most of them well-dressed and 
respectable-looking men, were to be seen going to the various 
station-houses, where large numbers of the police were kept on 
reserve duty in case their services should be required. Thirty-seven 
of the number arrested in the city on Saturday week acknowledged 
that they were American subjects of Irish descent, and that they had 
served in the American army during the late war. Eight men of 
this class were arrested in Marlborough-street by the police of the 
C division and lodged in Sackville-lane police-station. Three were 
arrested in Bayview, a number in Phibsborough-street, Palmerston- 
place, Dorset-street, Townsend-street, and other parts of the city, 
where the police had been watching their movements for some 
time. Altogether, before two o'clock in the afternoon, there were 
above 120 in custody, and nearly 250 by the close of that 
day. The arrests in each instance were cleverly made, A detective 
officer accompanied a body of police belonging to the different 
divisions. They visited the houses where the suspected parties 
resided, and were fortunate in almost every instance in finding them 
at home. Owners of the houses where they lodged were in some cases 
arrested. The police simultaneously made a search for arms, but none 
were found. ‘The men in some instances protested against being 
taken into custody when there was no charge against them, but no 
attempt at resistance was made. They were then marched in batches 
through the streets, guarded by large bodies of police, to the different 
stations, and there locked up, prior to their removal to Kilmainham 
and Richmond Bridewells. It was expected they would have been 
brought up before the magistrates, but this was not done. 

The police in the outlying districts were not inactive; for at Rath- 
mines, Donnybrook, Irishtown, Richmond, and other places within 
the police division, arrests were made of suspected parties. The 
arrests in the suburbs amounted to above thirty: the prisoners were 
conveyed to Dublin under a strong escort. At eight o'clock in the 
evening the majority of the men arrested during the course of that da 
were conveyed in tne police-vans and in cabs to Kilmainham gaol, 
under a strong escort of dragoons and mounted police, Twenty-six, 
moreover, were brought to Mountjoy convict prison, where there is 
ample accommodation. As they passed through the streets, 
especially in Wexford-street, they were followed by a number 
of ragged boys, some of whom cheered, and the men 
in custody shouted from the cabs. On the same 


night, a guard, consistin § of one captain, one subaltern, and 150 men 


of the first battalion of the 8th Foot, was sent to Mountjoy prison to 
do duty over the prisoners apprehended in various parts 0 e town 
and suburbs. The 5th Dragoon Guards furnished eeveral escorts to 
accompany the police in removing prisoners from the different police 
stations to Kilmainham and Mountjoy prisons. The whole of the 
troops in garrison not on duty were confined to quarters and held in 
readiness to turn out at any moment, a portion of the cavalry being 
kept ready saddled, and part of each regiment of infantry kept under 
arms the whole night. During the Sunday and Monday night, also, 
each regiment kept in readiness an unusually strong inlying picket, 
and the number of sentinels in each barrack was greatly increased. 
At the Pigeon House and Magazine forts increased precautions were 
taken, at the former particularly ; no strangers being allowed irto the 
fort day or night. A view of the Pigeon House Fort, which stands 
at the entrance to the river Liffey, just below the Dublin quays, 
ap on our front page. 
he effect of the prompt measures taken by Government was 
apparent during the first day, for large numbers of men left the city 
by the different railways, and the police observed that the steamers 
from the North Wall were unusually crowded. The police were quite 
aware of the fact that many persons who had n residing in 
Dublin for some time had gone to England in the hope of 
evading the effect of the Habeas Corpus Act. A number 
of strangers took their departure by the Liverpool steamers that 
Saturday night, and many more proceeded by the Great Southern 
and Western Railway to Goeasteun to meet the outgoing Cunard 
steamer. The police made no attempt to prevent these persons 
leaving Dublin. In a house in Mount Pleasant-square—a respectable 
locality, jast outside the municipal boundaries—three Americans were 
arrested, who gave their names as Burke, Kirwan, and M‘Donnell, 
and stated that they were general officers in the service of the United 
States. Among the Americans arrested is a person called Colonel 
Byron, who was frequently referred to in the letters read during the 
special commission. The presence of these individuals in Dublin had 
been well known (o the police for some months, and they were subjected 
to careful surveillance, but no specific legal charge could be brought 
against them, ard cn several occasions, when the police sought to 
make them amenable, they were defeated by the allegations, “Iam an 
American citizen ;” and “I have only returned to see my friends.” It 
was notorious, also, that large parties of men who had laboured as 
artisans in America and England had come to Dublin within the past 
six or eight months, and it was these persona, in all probability, who 
were engaged in the manufacture of pikes, cartridges, rifle bullets, and 
Orsini shells, but in consequence of their absence from the spot where 
these operations were carried on at the period of seizure, no arrests 
could be made antil now. 

In several parts of the city the police made a search for arms, 
They began in a building cailed the Catholic Hall, Denmark-street. 
It was formerly a Roman Catholic chapel, and it had been occupied 
for some time by the Young Men's Catholic Association, the lower 
part of the premises being let to tontine or benefit societies, This 
was the part that was searched by the police, but no arms were found. 
They also searched various other localities in the neighbourhood of 
Stoneybatter, Queen-street, and North King-street, but without 
success, except in one instance. In a forge at the rear of No. 135, 
Hammond-lane, they found two old swords, a powder-horn, and a 
shot-belt. They arrested a man and a woman for the illegal pos- 
session of the arms. On Monday week a police inspegtor went to the 


house of a blacksmith named James K. O'Gorman, in Brick-lane, for | 
the purpose of arresting him on snspicion, and on searching the pre- | 
i 


mises they found a neatly-made box containing seventy or eighty 
rounds of greased ball-cartridge, about a stone weight of gun- 
powder, and a quantity of cartridge-paper which had | all cut by 
machinery. O'Gorman was at once conveyed to the police station. 
Several other persons, in whose houses swords or guns were found, 
were obliged to give bail. Under special warrants signed by the 
Lord Lieutenant, thirty-seven prisoners, a few of whom had been 
arrested the previous day, were conveyed from Newmarket, College- 
street, and Sackville- place stations to Mountjoy prison, in two police- 
vans, at eight o'clock ia the evening. The prisoners were escorted by 


a troop of the 10th Hussars and some mounted police. The 
cavalcade, as it passed through the streets, excited a good deal of 
interest. We give an Illustration of this scene. 

The general alarm, during the first two or three days, was heightened 
by one or two startling incidents, which may not have been connected 
with the Fenian conspiracy. On the Sunday morning, at five o'clock, 
as Hackett, the guard who arrived in charge of the mails at the 
King’s-bridge terminus, and Mr. yo clerk in the post office, were 
driving thence to the General Post ce, some rascal at the corner of 
Mary’s-lane fired at them. The car was going at a rapid pace, and 
the shot did not wound either Mr. Ardagh, the guard, or the driver, 
but it passed very near Hackett’s head. The person who fired imme- 
diately decamped. In another instance, on the Saturday evening, Mr. 
Byers, the owner of a public-house at Glasnevin, was sitting quietly 
in his parlour, talking to a policeman off duty, when a car came to the 
door; he heard the voice of a customer ask for yey the fare, 
and in another minute or two a person well known to him (Mr. Joseph 
Sutcliffe) came into the room, pulled a revolver from his breast pocket, 
shot him, holding the pistol within Gin. of his neck. The facts of 
this extraordinary case were stated before the magistrate at the 
Capel-street police office next day, when Sutcliffe, who is a 
clerk in Balls’s banking-house, pleaded that it was only done 
in joke, and that the pistol went off by accident. The sword and 
revolver which the prisoner had with him at the time of the occurrence 
were in court, and also a bundle containin an, papers, and other 
matters found on him when he was searched, Thursday night, 
the Dublin police pounced upon a number of men, eleven of whom 
were soldiers, who had assembled in a public-house for purposes which 
seemed to be perfectly understood by the authorities. One of the 
fellows presented a revolver at the head of the constable by whom he 
was seized, but the weapon was wrested from his hand, and after a 
little delay all the prisoners were marched off to the station-house 
under a strong gu 

Among those arrested was Patrick J. M‘Donnell, who has, it appears, 
been at the head of the movement since the arrest of Stephens, to 
whom he was next in command. Some montbs ago, it is said, the 
police learnt something about his position in the conspiracy from a 
box containing arms, addressed to him, which they found in the 
goods’ store of the City of Dublin Steam-packet Company, North- 
wall; but he eluded their vigilance till he was found concealed in a 
yard in the rear of North King-street. As the deputy of the head 
centre, it is believed that he was in close communication with Stephens

up to the last moment. 

John Morris, head centre for Carlow, and nearly as dangerous an 
individual as Stephens, has been arrested at Belfast. It was to him, 
as the recent trial proved, that the large number of pikes manufac‘ured 
by Moore in Dablia were consigned. 

A body of armed Fenians assembled for drill, on the night of 
Saturday week, in a house at Cullen, in the county of Tipperary, fi 
repeatedly on a patrol of police and shot one constable, who has since 
died of his wounds, Among the Fenians was a private of the 17th 
Regiment, on furlough. The Fenians fied, but most of them are 
known, and three have since been arrested. A constable was stabbed 
at Carrick-on-Suir while arresting one of the Fenians, At Newcastle, 
in Limerick, a constable was fired at and wounded. 

The arrests made at Trim, in the county of Meath, on Monday week, 
included Mr. Malone, one of the wealthiest and most respectable mer- 
chants in the town; Mr. Sheridan, son to the postmaster; and Mr. 
Leonard, draper. In Athlone, on the same day, Mr. J. P. Fitzgerald, 
formerly a clerk at the Broadstone terminus, Dublin, was among the 
prisoners. In Limerick fourteen persons were arrested, mostly young 
men engaged as clerks in reapectable establishments, one an extensive 
grocer. another a draper, and three publicans, 

At Limerick, on Tuesday week, as a number of Fenian prisoners, 
with a strong party of lancers in attendance, were conveyed to the 
county gaol in the prison van, the cheering of the populace was 
immense, and taken up by the prisoners, who waved their hats in 
recognition, and appeared to be in excellent spirits. 

On the arrival, on Monday week, of one of the Live 
belonging to the Dundalk Steam-packet My the 
and coastguard seized a case containing nine horse-pistols and twenty 
| of smaller size. There were also in the samecase two double-barreled 
| fowling-pieces, together with a number of rifle bullet-moulds. On 
another occasion the police found a box full of hand grenades, the lid 
being inscribed “ Hardware,” on board the Liverpool steamer. 

On Wednesday week the police entered a house in St. Andrew’s- 
lane, Dublin, and found in an upper room 142 pikes and thirty-six 
pike handles concealed under the flooring. An adjoining apartment 
seems to have been used as a drill-room. The lower part of the house 
was in the possession of a cabdriver. Ten casks of powder, weighing 
25 Ib, each, and 1000 yards of fuzee, have been seized in Kilkenny. 

The first battalion of the Coldstream Guards arrived at Dublin on 
Thursday, by the steamers from Live: l. The battalion consisted 
of twenty officers and 513 rank and file, accompanied by fifteen 
soldiers’ wives, twenty-one children, and two horses. It was under 
the command of Colonel the Hon. Dudley Carleton, The 85th 
Regiment, collected from Manchester, Chester, Newcastle, and Tyne- 
mouth, also embarked at Liverpool on board the City of Dublin 
Company's steamers St. Columbia and Iron Duke fe~ Dublin, The 
regiment mustered twenty-four officers and 743 rank and file, and was 
accompanied by three officers’ wives, three officers’ children, sixty- 
seven soldiers’ wives, ninety-five soldiers’ children, and seven horses, 
The regiment was under the command of Major Appleyard. 

A detachment of the Royal Artillery from Woolwich, consisting of 
seventy non-commissioned officers and men, was sent to Ireland on 
Monday week, to be stationed at Pigeon-house Fort, Dublin. A de- 
tachment of the Military Train Corps, in charge of a large amount of 
baggage, warlike munitions, and equipments, was also forwarded to 
Ireland last week, and a detachment of the Royal Horse Artillery 
from the dép6t at Maidstone. Another detachment of the regiment 
is under orders for Ireland. The entire force will comprise two 
batteries, composed chiefly of Englishmen and Scotchmen, Further 
reinforcements have since arrived. 

In various parts of the country—in Tipperary, Limerick, Cork, 
Carlow, Westmeath, Belfast, Sligo, and other places—searches for 
arms and arrests are going orf simultaneously. Hitherto the seizures 
have not been many. Fhe police have been active in Cork and 
Queenstown, and have arrested five men, lately returned from America, 
one of whom, Fitzgerald, had £400 in his possession. 

It has been deemed expedient to add Galway, King’s County, West- 
meath, and parts of Down, Longford, and Fermanagh, to the list of 
proclaimed districts. 

A military court-martial was held, on Monday week and several 
raven Leg in Cork barracks, to inquire into charges preferred 
against am-Major Farrell, 2nd Regiment ; Sergeant Durrah, 2nd 
Regiment ; Sergeant Batler, 32nd Regiment ; and Private Conroy and 
Corporal James Rose, of the 20th Regiment.

RAILWAY ACCIDENT IN THE WESTERN GHAUTS OF 
INDIA. 
A FRIGHTFUL accident took Ber on Dec. 26, at the Thull Ghaut 
station of the Great Indian Peninsular ba gy near Bombay. A 
-train of seventeen loaded waggons, with the engine and three 
reaks, here went over the precipice, the situation of which is shown 
in the View we have ——— and seven men—viz., the driver, the 
fireman, and one guard, who were Englishmen ; two native firemen, and 
two natives in charge of a horse—were killed on the spot. The 
reversing station on the Thul! Ghant is distant from Egutpoora about 
six miles, and this portion of the line has a declivity varying from 1 in 
100 to 1 in 87, except at the station, where the line is a perfect level. 
At the end of the rails is a barrier to bring vehicles to a dead stop, 
and a few yards further on is an embankment, about 150ft. or 200 ft. 
deep. About 60 ft. down the face of the embankment is a scarp, or 
ledge, and below that it contains a patch of trees which extend to the 
bottom of the precipice. It appears that after quitting Egutpoora 
station it was the driver's duty to have stopped at the top 
of the incline to pin down the waggon-brakes. By some 
error in judgment the driver stems to have overshot his stopping 
point. One of the survivors, a native breaksman, says that 
the incline-guard immediately detected the mistake, showed the 
danger-signal to the driver, and screwed down the incline-brakes 
heavily ; but, finding the speed still increasing in spite of every effort 
of himself and the driver, desired the native to jump out, and try to 
“ scotch” the wheels of some of the waggons by placing a piece of 
wood, called a sprag, between the syokes. e speed of the train, 
however, prevented the native carrying out his orders, and he was left 
behind, All that is known afterwards is the fact that the train and 
engine rushed through the reversing station, dashed with terrific 
violence over the ezcarpment at the end of the embankment, and fell 
on the rocky bottom, a mere wreck. As the train went over the end 
of the embankment, one of the guards, John Scanlan, seeing the ter- 
rible fate before him, jumped off and was terribly injured; but the 
other poor fellows, who stuck to the train, were killed in the crash. 
“he body of the driver, named Spencer, was found on the engine, 
dreadfully crushed, The guard Scanlan was removed to the hospital 
at Bombay, and is likely to recover. The men were all perfectly 
sober; and on that very morning Spencer had driven a passenger- 
train over the line from Bombay with his usual care, 





THE STEAM-YACHT ROSS WINANS. 


Tue singularly-formed vessel which has been under construction 
during the past twelvemonth or more at Mr. Hepworth’s works, Cubitt 
Town, Millwall, from the designs of the owners, Messrs. T. and W. 
L. Winans, American gentlemen residing in London, who have ob- 
tained a patent for this principle of shipbuilding, was successfully 
launched on Monday week, An Illustration of this event appears on 
another page. 

This strange-looking veasel, which has been popularly called “ the 
cigar-ship,” is made somewhat in the shape of a cigar, or, to speak more 
accurately, of a tapering cylinder, each side being an arc of a circle, 
the chord of which, forming the ecrew-shaft, is 256 ft. in length. The 
breadth and height of this cylinder are 16 ft., and at 18 ft. from each 
end is a screw propeller 22{t, in diameter, the blades of which, nine 
in number, stretch into the water on each side, and below to a distance 
of 6 ft. beyond the broadest part of the vessel: The 18 ft. beyond 
the screws at each end forms a continuation of the screw shaft, 
and revolves with it, being a sort of elongated “nut” of the 
screw. At each end, the shaft works in a bea:ing which is so 
contrived as to form a species of universal joint, in order to guard 
against any strain at the extremities. Underneath the vessel, at 
about 6 ft. distance from the screw, at each end are placed the rudders, 
the posts of which rise through the bottom and are worked by 
machinery on the deck between the funnels. This machinery is so 
arranged that either or both of the rudders can be moved at a time, 
The deck is 130 ft. long by 10} ft. broad, and from it rise two short 
funnels and two telescope masts, which latter are only intended to 
carry flags. The part below the water-line is built of the best Low- 
moor and Staffordshire iron plates, five eighths of an inch in thick- 
ness, while the upper part is of steel plates, of the thickness of five 
sixteenths of an inch. The framing consists simply of the inner 
circular girders, and she is divided into twenty watertight compart- 
ments, In the engine and boiler rooms she is further strengthened by 
inner rings of angle iron 7 in. deep, which are riveted to the side at a 
distance of 3 ft, from each other. Every rivet-hole in the plates has 
been countersunk, so that the vessel is perfectly smooth from end to 
end. The screw shaft is of steel, 74 in. thick in the bearings, being 
74 in. thick for the greater part of its length, but becoming thicker at 
each end, where it is 15 in. in diameter. 

The engine-room is in the centre of the vessel, on the lower deck, 
and is 20} ft. in length, occupying the whole breadth of 16 ft. Here 
are placed three cylinder-engines, made by Messra, Jackson and 
Watkins, from designs by Messrs, Winara, e engines are upright- 
cylinder high-pressure condensing engines, calculated to be of an ulti- 
mate power of 2000 horse, and it is intended to work them up to from 
1500 to 1800, the nominal power being abont 250. A fourth cylinder 
is also placed in the engine-room to move a counterpoise or pendulum, 
consisting of twenty tons of lead, for the purpose of counteracting the 
tendency to roll which the motion of the engines engenders, Beneath 
the engine-room are the four boilers, in a room 25 ft. by about 16 ft. 
They are similar to locomotive boilers, and supply superheated steam, 
having an arrangement of pipes round which the flame from the furnace 
may be sent when desired, instead of passing directly into the funnel. 
The boilers are calculated to bear a pressure of 200 lb., and will pro- 
bably be worked at about 150 lb, 

Behind the engine-room is the saloon, somewhat resembling in shape 
a railway tunnel, 25 ft. in length, the entrances being at the after 
end, at each side of a table which extends the whole length of the 
cabin, and rests upon the casing that surrounds the screw shaft. This 
saloon is tastefully painted in white and gold, and the seats are 
covered with blue variegated damask. Two lustres hang from the 
roof under the skylight, and a pair of fixed lamps are also placed at 
each side at the further extremity, At each side of the saloon, and 
also astern of it, are small state-rooma, handsomely and. tastefully 
fitted up with berths and closets, and decorated in the same style, 
Astern of the saloon and bed-rooms is the sleeping-place for the 
crew, with berths on each side, and in the centre is the 
windlass, which may be described as a long crank, to be 
worked by the hands of the men. Here, too, are the 
chains of the anchors, not the least remarkable arrangement. 
The anchors are simply large cylinders of metal weighing a ton each, 
and are suspended in two tubes, which rise from the bottom of the 
ship, through which they are dropped. When hauled up, they come 
up so that their lower extremities are flush with the bottom, and 
appear from below like the bottoms of two large plugs. It is said 
that, from the peculiar shape of the ship, she will offer 80 little resist- 
ance to the water that these will fully suffice to hold her. Returning 
on deck, and passing forward of the two funnels, you descend into a 
smaller cabin, the smoking saloon, 12 ft. in length, furnished with a 
table similar to that in the after cabin, and with seats covered with 
deep marone-coloured morocco leather. From the ekylight hangs a 
lustre, and two lamps like those before mentioned are at the end. 
Similar eleeping-rooms to those in the after of the ship are also 
here, accommodation being provided in all for thirty persons. The 
decorations have been carried out by Mr. R. Roper, of New-cross. 
Ahead of the smoking-saloon is the galley, which is roomy and com- 
modiously fitted up. Still farther on is the forecastle, where the 
engineers and firemen have their berths, . 

-revious to launching the ship lay on the ways, not as ships gene- 
rally lie, sloping downwards towards the river, but the framing was 
80 constructed as to have her water-line level. At its extremity abaft, 
the shaft was protected by a sort of movable wooden sheath, like a 
thimble, secured by a chain or cable, which is shown in our 
Illustration, At four o'clock the tide was found to serve— 
the last blow was struck—Mrs. W. L. Winans performed the 
act of christening her the Ross Winans—and the launch went 
off beautifully, the vessel carrying the flags of Engiand, America, 
and Russia; hoisting also the ensign of the Imperial Yacht Club 
of St. Petersburg, to which she is destined to belong. Owing to 
the above-mentioned pecalfar arrangement in her building, she came 
into the water all at once, being sustained by the framing until half 
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the vessel was over the river; and when she had fairly found her 
place, which she did in a minute or two, it was seen that she floated— 
according to expectation—exactly half in and half out of the water, 
the extreme points jnst appearing on the water. Her displacement 
of water is about 100 tons; but, when she has taken in her coal, &c., 
it is expected to be from 500 to 600, As the ship has been launched 
“all standing,” with engines and everything complete, she is expected 
to be ready for sea in a few days. 

Messrs. Winans have already constructed and launched three 
vessels built on this principle. The first, launched several years 
since at Baltimore, is 230 ft. in length and 16 ft. in breadth. She 
has but one propeller, of the eame size as those of the Rosas 
Winans, and this is in the centre of the ship. It is obvious that 
with this arrangement there cannot be the same strength and stability 
as with those of the new vessel.

So, as in al his troubles, afflictions, and sore temptations, whether of 
the world, the flesh, or the devil, whenever he has committed or feels 
in dauger of omear—ng J any folly or sin, he betakes himself to his 
father confessor—we beg pardon, his spiritual guide, instructor, 
pastor, and master. The confession he thereupon makes is evidently 
overheard, if not by the victorious heroine herself, by one of the same 
gender, who, with the malice characteristic of the sex, mightily 
enjoys the discomfiture of this bold member of “the true church 
militant.” That the conquering fair is a “handmaiden of the 
Lord's” is of course not for a moment to be doubted, The good 
Presbyterian or Independent pastur therefore comforts and encou- 
rages his afflicted son; he even undertakes to indite for him what the 
painter calls a “ love-letter,” but which promises, we should say, to be 
a document so replete with double-distilled essence of Puritanical 
fervour, so overlarded with Old Testament texts, so different from 
the ordinary tenour of Gentile billete-doux, and so free from heathen 
allusions to Cupid, to Venus, her empire over Mars, and so forth, 
that we must leave our readers’ imagination to supply its roundabout 
purport and peculiar phraseology.

MILITARY FESTIVITIES AT ADEN, 
Ow the 23rd of January the garrison and other residents at the dull, 
hot, and monotonous station of Aden were somewhat enlivened by the 
performance of an interesting ceremony, which is the subject of one 
of our Iilustrations, It was the consecration and presentation of 
‘‘ maiden” colours to the 109th Regiment, which has been formed 
out of the 3rd Bombay Europeans. A numerous assembly of spectators, 
including, of course, all the ladies of the station, besides the officers of 
H.M.S, ee and those of a French ship of war, witnessed the affair. 
The whole brigade was drawn up in line in review order, under the 
command of Brigadier-General Raines, C.B, After the ceremony of 
trooping the old colours had been gone through, the new ones being 
uncased, the consecration was proceeded with by the Rev. Mr. 
Cammins, the station chaplain. This service being concluded, Mrs. 
Raines proceeded to present the new colours to the two senior Ensigns 
present; and then, in aclear and audible voice, addressing Colonel 
Maude and the o:her officers of the 109th Regiment, she spoke in 
terms becoming the occasion—remarking that the old colours (those of 
the 3rd Bombay European Regiment) would, no doubt, carry with them 
the affectionate reminiscences of the majority of the corps, as she saw by 
the numbers there present who wore decorations how many of them had 
fought most gallantly throughout the Central India campaign, con- 
ducted in one triumphant march by that brave and distinguished com- 
mander, Sir Hugh Rose, Although the new colours had only the 
words “ Central India” emblazoned on them, they were yet expressive 
of four of the most brilliant events that occurred in the suppression 
of the mutiny—viz., the storm and capture of Jhansi, the battle of 
the Bhetwa, the capture of Calpee, and the battle and capture of 
Gwalior, as well as nine other actions and sieges, ail com- 
memorated by the inscription, “ Central India.” At the conclusion 
of Mrs, Raines’s address, Colonel Mande replied on his own 
behalf, as well as in the name of his brother officers; and 
when he had finished his brief speech, the brigade reformed into line, 
the new colours being brought to their plase, marched in slow time, 
and received them with a general salute. The brigade then marched 
past in open column, artillery in yy afterwards formed into line 
of contiguous columns, artillery on the right, the 109th and native 
troops (lst Grenadier N.I., and 5th company Sappers and Miners) on 
the left. They were then called upon by the General to give three 
hearty cheers in celebration of the event. This they did with 
characteristic zeal. Inthe evening the officers of the 109th, with their 
usual hospitality, gave a grand banquet and entertainment in honour of 
the occasion. The Aden Tanks and Gardens, which had been selected 
as the most suitable place for the purpose, were magnificently illa- 
minated by nearly a thousand Chinese lanterns, Bengal lights, and 
numerous flights of rockets. The whole place was most tastefully 
decorated by several of the men of the regiment, under the euper- 
intendence of Captain Schmidt. A magnificent transparency, with 
the Royal arms surmounted by the Roman letters c1x within a laurel 
wreath, as the device, was not the least attractive of the many deco- 
rations. We should mention that all the lights, transparency, &c., 
and most of the fireworks were manufactured by artisans in the regi- 
ment. The fine band of the regiment, under Herr Rodenstein, as well 
as the German choristers of the regiment, performed some admirable 
selections of music. After the repast, to which ample justice was 
done, the usual loyal toasts were proposed by Colonel Mande and drunk 
with allthe honours. Brigadier-General Raines, C.B., 95th Regiment, 
then proposed the health of Colonel Maude and the other officers 
of the 109th, giving a short account of the history of the original

“T was a speaking to someone at my door” wrote a poor man of Liver- 
pool to the writer of this column, “when a man says, ‘let me and 
another come past.’ That other was a donkey, and that was the party 
as hadits bed in the kitchen, as should be, along of an old woman 
who was bed-ridden.” Surely if cholera is to come amongst us, as Mr. 
G. Franks, in a very able pamphlet, predicts, we can tell what “ parties” 
will be attacked first. Surely, too, the movement which is gaining in 
pace every day for improving the dwellings of the poor should be 
aided, both by the pen and by money. Curiously, the writer of the 
letter adds, “It’s no use putting such parties in good clean houses ; 
they would ruin the houses; don’t build neither houses for the poor 
man as is out of his reach. If they would or could let him a home 
for three or four shillings a week it would be doing something for 
him.” There is good sense in this; it is a constant complaint 
that the larce buildings, such as those raised by Mr. Alderman 
Waterlow, Miss Burdett Coutts, and the Peabody Committee, are 
occupied by the classes many degrees above those for which they were 
intended. 

Those who know anything of the politics of Roumania are 
not surprised that the ex-Colonel Couza, a gentleman who was 
elected to the unsteady throne of the provinces as a mere stop-gap, 
has been unseated. Couza, a Moldavian, had a fine talent for dis- 
pleasing everybody, and that curious but efficient want of tact which 
offended the most opposite parties. If he wished to please the 
peasantry, the only portion of society that could possibly be 
drawn to him, he managed generally to utterly alienate the boyards, 
and to disappoint and violently irritate those whom he wished to 
eerve—that ia. if he whore most prominent idea seemed to be a base 
imitation of Napoleon III. wished to serve anybody. Happily for 
Roumania—which is a much more important part of Europe than 
most people imagine, and which will surely again crop up in im- 
portance—the head of the Ministry, Prince Ion Ghica (not John 
Ghika, as our newspapers will spell it), isa man perhaps the best fitted 
of all Wallachians to serve his country. He is well known to man 
of the first English nobility, and is himself thorcughly imbued wii 
English ideas. A proof of his love for England may be found in 
the fact that his son is now being educated at Wellington College. 
M. Rosetti, who is also in the new Ministry, is one who, nine- 
teen years had to fly his country for his advanced and liberal 
ideas, and who has ever since that time been working for the purpose 
of consolidating and raising it. Prince Napoleon had been previously 
consulted as to accepting the throne in the event of the deposition 
of Couza.

“ Bever Castle, which standeth in 

the utter part of Leicestre, in the 

vale of Bever, on the very keepe of 
an high hill, steepe up eche way,” 
is one of the most magnificent 

laces in the kingdom. The original 

Puilding was a fortress erected by 

Robert de Todenei, who was chief 

standard-bearer in the army of 

William the Conqueror, and re- 

ceived large grants of land, being 

the owner of no less than fourscore 
lordships. They afterwards passed, 
by the marriage of Isabel de Albini, 
the heiress of his line, to Robert 
de Ros, lord of Hamlake, from 
whose descendants, in the fifteenth 
century, part of these estates, in- 
cluding Belvoir, again passed by 
marriage to Robert de Manners, 
the ancestor of the present Duke 
of Rutland. Theearldom of Rutland 
was created by Henry VIIL, and 
the duchy of Rutland, with the 
marguisate of Granby, was created 
by Gueen Anne. is Grace, the 

eixth duke, who succeeded in 1857, 

has afamous pack of fox-hounds, 
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and the Prince of Wales, in this 
visit to Belvoir, had an opportunity 
of enjoying the exciting sport of 
fox-hunting. The meet at Piper 
Hole, vale of Belvoir, is the sub-

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Professor Tyndall's conclading lecture on Heat, delivered on 
Thursday, Feb. 22, was principally devoted to the consideration of the trans 


The absorbing power of vapours was next examined, more especially that of 
disulphide of carbon, sulphuric and boracic ether, The aqueous vapour in 
our atmosphere, in consequence of its power of absorbing and retaining the 
wolar rays, acts the part of a blanket to our earth; and the Professor stated 
that if this vapour were removed from our island for one single summer night, 
every plant would be destroyed by a freezing temperature. He also stated 
that the absorbing power of an atom of aqueous vapour is 16,000 times greater 
than that of an atom of air. The absorbing power of ozone was stated to be 
136,000 times greater than oxygen. In conclusion, several experiments were 
performed in illustration of the researches of Kirchoff, Huggins, and Miller, 
on the physical and chemical constitution of the sun, the source of all our 
light and heat. 


Mr. William Pengelly, F.R.S., at the evening meeting on 
Friday, Feb. 23, gave an account of the rerults of the recent exploration 
of the very ancient cave near Torquay, termed “ Kent's cavern,” by a com- 
mittee consisting of Sir Charles Lyell, Sir John Lubbock, Professor Phillips, 
Mr. John Evans, Mr. Edward Vivian, and Mr. Pengelly himself as secretary. 
He began with a brief description of the geology of the district, and then 
rcferred to the remains of recent and extinct animals, together with flint 
arrow and lance heads and other articles, evidently of human manufacture, dis- 
covered in the cave by Mr. M‘Enery (1825-9), Mr. Godwin-Aus‘en (1844), and 
ly members of the Torquay Natural History Society, which results were 
almost ignored till the opening of the Brixham cave in 1858. Mr. Pengelly 
fret described the method of exploration adopted by the committee, com- 
raencing with the removal of immense blocks of limestone (some weighing 
thirty-three tons) from the chamber to be investigated, and then drew the 
attention of his andience to a series of trays exhibiting specimens obtained 
from the black earth, evidently belonging to the pre-Roman period; next 
from the stalagmite floor beneath, and then from the red loam under the sta- 
lagmite. Among these were bones of extinct animals (many crushed and 
enawed) and very fine specimens of flint implements of various kinds. Mr. 
Pengelly expr: ssed his own conviction that hyenas had inhabited the cavern 
after it had been deserted by man, and stated that no evidence had yet been 

obtained at all conflicting with that of the early explorers. He concluded 
with giving his own present views as to the geological history of the cavern 
and its interesting contents, 


Professor Westmacott, in bis cencluding lecture on Art- 
Ednoation, on Saturday last, gave a rapid review of the history of sculpture 
frem the age of Phidias to the present time, referring to the peculiarities of 
exch period. He dwelt on the great need of art-education in this country ; 
and, while commending the progress made in the schools of design, especially 
noticed that in our schools we begin with art as applied to manufactures, 
while in France the highest art is studied, by which means the standard of 
the public taste was wholly raised. He compared the English nation to the 
Romans, who were nearly insensible to art, and contented with copies from 
the Greek, and who were subjected to impulses opposed to originality. There 
was, therefore, among them no appreciating public for artista. Professor 
Westmacott strongly advocated drawing being made a part of education. One 
hour's study a day, he said, would soon give the student the power of per- 
oviving faults and estimating beauties in works of art, would enable him to 
judge for himself, and thus preserve him from the tyranny of loud, ignorant 
critics, and would also open up to him a new vista of great enjoyment. In 
conclusion, the Professor commented on the evils attendant on the present 
system of competition for large works of sculpture, in consequence of the 
ignorance of the jndges and the consequent aver-ion of the better class of 
artiste to enter the field. This only can be obviated by improvement of the 
public intelligence in the requirements and principles of true art. 

Professor Frankland commenced a course of twelve lectures 
om the Non-Metallic Elemente, on Tuesday last, with illustrated remar«s on 
the three forms of the attractive force which binds together the materials 
composing the universe—gravitation, cohesion, and chemical affinity, now 
termed, respectively, molar, molecular, and atomic attractions. It wasshown 
that the first could be overcome by mechanical means, and the second and 
third by heat. Ice was liquefied and converted into steam by heat ; ard by 
heat, also, this steam was separated into its elementary gases, oxygen and 
hydrogen. After referring to the division of the elements into the metals and 
the metalloids on non-metallic elementa, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, &c., the 
professor showed how water could be separated into its elements by de- 
composition by means of the voltaic battery; and by the agency of either 
aodium or chlorine. Commencing with the study of oxygen, he stated that 
it is the most abundant element in nature, forming eight ninths of all the 
water, one third of the mineral crust, and one fifth of the atmosphere of our 
giobe. It is eseential for combustion and respiration, and for all animal and 
vegetable life. By a series of expriments the professor showed how this 
gas can be obtained by the analysis of water, and from peroxide of manganese 
and oblorate of potash; and he showed also that it is heavier than commen 
air, and that it is magnetic—a collodion balloon filled with gas being attracted 
and retained by the poles of the electromagnet. Many of the experiments 
were made visible by mears of the electric lamp.

Santillana, Tavara, and Zabara. In addition to there titles he ranks as Count 
for Bailen, Belaicazar, Czares, Fontanar, Mayorga, Melgar, Oliva, Real de 
Manzanares, Saldana, Villada, and Uruena; as well as Viscount de Puebla de 
Aloocer. The Ossuna family is one of the oldest and richest in Spain, some of 
ite titles dating from the fourteenth century. 


What are called poor rates include expenditure of a very 
heterogeneous character. The cost of parochial proceedings at law or in 
equity ; payments for or towards the county, hundred, or borough rates; a 
police rate, constables’ expenses, and cost of proceedings before justices; pay- 
ments on account of the Registration Act, vaccination fees, expenses allowed 
im ect of Parliamentary or municipal registrations, payments under the 
Parochial Assesement Act (for surveys and valuations), and loans repaid 
under the same, all come out of the sum collected as poor rates. Thus, J. C. 
Parkinson, in the Fortnightly Review, states that, although in the year ended 
Lady Day, 1864, the total amount raised in the metropolis under this head 
was £1,489,732, only £876,292 was expended on relieving the poor ; and, while 
s uniform rate of Is. 3d. in the pound for the year would provide for all 
obarges of administration and relief, the present average poor rate upon the 
whole of London is 2s. 144. in the pound on its rateable value. 


A copy of the recent treaty of navigation between her 
Majesty and the King of Prussia was laid before Parliament on Monday. By 
article 1 it is concluded that the ships of the two countries shall be reciprocally 
treated as national ships, whatever may be the place of their arrival or desti- 
nation, subject, however, to the fishing rights of either country within their 
marine territorial limits. Every favour touching fishing rights which either 
of the contracting Powers shall grant to any other Power is to be uncon- 
ditionally extended to the other y. Article 2 extends these stipulations 
to the colonies and foreign ons of this country, restricted, as regards 
the colonial coasting trade, to such trade as is opened to foreign ships by Act 
of Parliament. Ships of war or merchant-vessels of the two countries in 
distress mpon the coasteof Prussia or England are to be treated, under article 3, 
as national vessels, as regards expenses of salvage, the power of g of 
merchandise, and the exemption of wrecked 3 from Customs’ duties unless 
cleared for consumption. Article 4 provides that the Consular authorities of 
teth countries shall receive all legal assistance for the recovery of deserters 
from vessels.

Earl of Kinnoull, 
his wife, Sarah, fourth 
daughter and coheir of 
the Right Hon. Thomas 
Harley, and  grand- 
daughter of Edward, 
third Earl of Oxford, 
He was born April 5, 
1785, and was educated 
at Westminster School. 
He succeeded his father, 
as tenth Earl, April 12, 
1804, His Lordship was 
Lord Lientenant of Perthshire, and np to 1855 was Colonel of the Royal Perth- 
shire Militia. He also filled the high post of Lord Lyon King of Arms in Scot- 
land. He wasa Conservative, but he, of late years, owing to mental illness, was 
unable not only to attend to politics but even to enter upon his own private 
affairs. The Karl married, Ang 17, 1824, Louisa Burton, second daughter of 
Admiral Sir Charles Rowley, Bart., G.C.B ; and by her, who survives him, 
he leaves three sons and four daughters: the latter are Lady Louisa, wife of 
Sir Thomas Moncrieffe, Bart. ; Lady Frances, wife of Richard Lloyd, Eaq., of 
Felton Grange, in the county of Salop ; Lady Elizabeth, wife of Sir Frederick 
Arthur, Bart.,; and Lady Augusta Sophia, wife of the Hon John Fiennes 
Twisleton Wykeham-Fiennes, eldest son of the present Lord Saye and Sele. 
The Barl’s second son, Robert, died in 1855, of wounds received in the trenches 
before Sebastopol ; and his Lordship’s second daughter, Sarah, Lady Delamere, 
died in 1859. The Earl is succeeded by his eldest son, George, Viscount 
Dupplin, now eleventh Earl of Kinnoull, who was born July 16, 1827; and 
married, July 20, 1848, Lady Blanche Somerset, third daughter of Henry, 
seventh Duke of Beaufort, and has a family of five sons and three daughters. 
It does not yet appear who is to succeed the late Earl as Lord Lyon ; but, con- 
sidering the present state of Scottish baronetcies, arms, and other heraldic 
matters, it is to be hoped that the new appointment will bring fresh energy 
and care into the Lyon Court of Scotland. The Earlsof Kinnoull, of the very 
ancient and historic line of Hay, derive from a common ancestor with the 
Earls of Erroll, George Hay, Gentleman of the Bedchamber to James I., and 
subsequently Lord Chancellor of Scotland, was the first Earl of Kinnoull, 
having been so created in 1633, with limitation to his heirs general what- 
soever. His immediate successors were devoted Cavaliers, and suffered much 
in the Royal cause during the Civil War. Thomas, the sixth Earl, who suc- 
ceeded them, was a Commissioner of the Scottish Union. He was the direct 
ancestor of the peer just deceased.

He is sncoeeded by his eldest son, 
John Luke George, Viscount Suirdale, now fifth Earl of Donoughmore, who 
was born March 2, 1848 This noble family of Hely Hutchinson springs 
immediately from an eminent Irish lawyer and statesman, the Right Hon.

THE HON. SIR CHARLES B. PHIPPS, K.O.B. 
The Hon. Sir Charle: Beaumont-Phipps, K.C.B., a Colonel in the Army and 
Keeper of her Majesty's Privy Purse, whose lamented death occurred, from 
bronchitis, on the 24th ult., at his residence in the Ambassadors’-conrt, St, 
James's Palace, was the second son of General Sir Henry Phipps, G.C.B., 
third Baron and first Earl of Mulgrave, by his wife, Martha Sophia, daughter 
of Christopher Thompson Maling, Erq., of West Harrington, in the county of 
Durham, and was uncle of George Augustus Constantine, second and present 
Marquis of Normanby. He was born Dec. 27, 1801, and was educated at 
Harrow School. He was formerly in the Scots Fusilier Guards. He was secre- 
tary to his eldest brother, Constantine Henry, second Marquis of Normanby, 
when that nobleman was Governor of Jamaica, from 1832 to 1834. On the 
Marquis of Normanby going to Ireland as Lord Lieutenant, in 1835, the Hon. 
Charles Phipps was appointed steward of the Viceregal household, which office 
he held up to 1839. After acting for a short time as secretary to the Master- 
General of the Ordnance, he was, in August, 1846, appointed an Equerry to the 
Queen. In ber, 1846, he was made private secretary to the Prince 
Consort, and in 1849 Keeper of her Majesty’s Privy Purse, in succession to the 
late Sir Henry Wheatley. He was also appointed Treasurer to the Prinoe 
Consort, and asurer and Cofferer to the Prince of Wales. He was made 
Receiver-General of the Duchy of Cornwall in 1862, and in January of 
the following year was appointed one of the council to the Prince of Wales. 
In 1851 he was nominated a K.C.B. for his long, able, and faithful ser- 
vices in her Majesty's household. The high opinion entertained of him induced 
the late Prince Consort in 1849, on a vacancy occurring in the appointment of 
Keeper o° her Majesty's Privy Purse, at once to select and recommend Sir 
Charles Phipps to fill it. In discharging the important functions attached to 
this office Sir Charles’s abilities in the transaction of business, his high honour 
and integrity, and untiring zeal, were most conspicuous, and were oy 
sppreciated by the Queen and her lamented consort. Sir Charles married, 
June 25, 1835, Margaret Anne, second daughter of the Ven. Henry 
Bathurst, Archdeacon of Norwich, by whom he leaves two sons—vis., Charles 
Edmund, Lieutenant Scots Fusilier Guards, late Page of Honour to the Queen ; 
and Albert Augustus, for whom the Prince Consort stood sponsor; and two 
daughters—Mary Henrietta Sophia, wife of Captain Frederick Sayer ; and the 
Hon. Harriet Lepel, Maid of Honour to the Queen.

The Rev. Sir John Page Wood, second Baronet, of Hatherly Honee, in the 
county of Gloucester, and Rector of St. Peter's, 
Cornhill, and Vicar of Cressing, Eesex, who diced 
on the 2ist ult., after avery brief illness, was (by 
his wife, Maria, daughter of John Page, M.D.,

personal estate whatsoever unto my dear wife, Theresa, to hold to her, my 
said wife, her heirs, executors, administrators, and assigns.” The attesting 
witnesses are John P. Martineau and Thomas H. Frith, 13, King’s-road, 
Bedford-row. 


The will of Thomas Gardiner, Esq., of Newgate-street, 
wholesale stationer, and of Highbury-crescent, was proved in London, on the 
lith of February, under £180,000 personalty, the executors being his nephews, 
Augustus Gardiner, and Joseph Gardiner Findlay, Esqrs, The will is dated 
Sept. 15, 1864, and the signature is written in a bold character. The testator 
died Jan. 30, at the age of eighty-eight The will is attested by T. O. Dalton 
and H. W. Milton, clerks to Mr. Rivington, Fenchurch-buildings. He has 
devised his freehold premises, Newgate-street, to his said nephew Joseph 
G. Findlay for life; and hia decease to his said nephew Augustus 
Gardiner, absolutely. To his niece Caroline Gardiner Findlay he bequeaths 
a legacy of £25,000, and also leaves her his leasehold residence at Mighbury- 
crescent for her life, or upon her ceasing to occupy the same, when the said 
house, together with the furniture and effects, are to become the property of 
bis niece Harriet Henshaw and her children. He has left liberal lega- 
cies to all his nephews and nieces, and has bequeathed to his faithful servant, 
Janet Henderson, £200; to his porters, Thomas Senior and W. Toms, each 
£100; to his friend, Charles Rivington, £1000; to John W. Cunningbam, 
Joseph Greenhill, Mies Mary Hough, and William Rivington, each £500. Ali 
legacics to be paid free of legacy duty. The residue, real and personal, he 
leaves to his nephew, Joseph Gardiner Findlay, Esq. 


The will of William Darling (father of the celebrated Grace 
Barling) formerly keeper of the Longstone Lighthouse, Fern Island, Northum- 
berland, but lately residing at Bamburgh, following no occupation, was proved 
in London, on Feb. 12, under £480. The executors and trustees are the Rev. 
Charles Thorp, of University College, Oxford (only son of the late Archdeacon 
of Durham); William Dickson, Clerk of the Peace for Northumberland ; and 
the Rev. W. N. Darnell, Rector of Stanhope, Darham. The will was made in 
1847 and a codicil in 1850; the testator’s signatures thereto are very good. 
To his wife he had bequeathed by his will all his property, but she did not 
survive him, and after her decease he execated a codicil, and has left to his 
only surviving daughter, Thomasine, who was living with him, al! the furni- 
ture and effects about his house, directing the rest of his property to be 
divided into seven parts amongst the following members of his family— 
namely, his danghter Thomasine; William Darling, lighthouse keeper at 
Coquet Island ; .

by means of its life-boats and shore-boats during the late fearful gales, 120 
lives from different shipwrecks, £232 was also voted to the crews of other 
life-boate of the institution, which had put off in reply to signals of distress, 
but the vessels had, in the mean time, either got out of danger or their 
crews had been saved by other means. On some of these occasions the life- 
boat crews had incu much exposure and risk of life during heavy gales, 
The silver medal of the institution was voted to Mr. W. Taylor, chief officer 
of the Coastguard at Robert's Cove, in the connty of Cork; to Captain 
Moreno, of the Anstrian barque Eva; and to Private Robert Love, of the 

3rd Ihegiment, in admiration of their daring conduct in assisting to save life 
from the wrecked vessels Lidia, of Genoa; a yawl,of Pill; and the brig 
Medina, of North Shields. Various other honorary aud pecuniary rewards 
were granted to persons who had laudably exerted themselves during the late 
gales to rave life on our coasts. Payments amounting to £2120 were ordered 
to be made on various life-boat establichmen's. It was reported that the 
late Thomas Travers Taylor, Eeq., of Southport, had left a legacy 
of £500 to the institution, The Goldsmiths’ Company had forwarded, throu 
Alderman Copeland, an additional donation of £100 to the society, © 
Merchant Taylors’ ye also sent £26 S«.; anda donation of £5 had 
been forwarded from Hamburg by “ One saved, by God's help, by a British 
life-boat from a wrecked steamer.” It was stated that Leicester, Clifton, 
Cheltenham, and other places were about to present to the institution the

THE BRITISH CHESS ASSOCIATION, 
(To the Editor of the ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS.) 

Sin,—The soi-disant managing committee of the British Chess Association 
has issued the report which is to be laid before a general meeting on the 
6th prox. Numerous and grave charges of mal-administration have recently 
been brought against the managers, and the opinion has been very generally 
expressed that these gentlemen have forfeited the confidence of British 
amateurs. Whether this be so or not I do not pretend to say. It must, how- 
ever, be clear to all who have read the arguments of the complainants and the 
feeble defence made by those implicated that there existe substantial ground 


for inquiry. How do the managers, then, intend to meet the members? Do 
they purpose to give an explanation of their pelicy and stand or fall the 
votes of those who originally elected them to office? No:hing of the kind. 


Instead of offering themeeclves for re-election at the general mecting the 
managers have declared beforehand their intention of continuing in 
authority for the next two years at least. Such conduct is most

A nomi- 
nation-liet having first been filled up, the subscribers generally—in the 
provinces as well as in the capita:—shonld be requested to exercise their 
suffrages. If, instead of adopting this course, the managers adhere to their

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Mr. John Browning has communicated to the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society an account of a new method of mounting the silvered giax 
specula and diagonal mirrors in reflecting telescopes (the invention of 1. 
Foucault), which are receiving more and more attention, in consequence cf 
their cheapness and portability. Mr, Browning’s paper, with illustrations, 
appears in the new number of the Monthly Notices. He has aimed at ove 
coming the flexure to which the fitting up these mirrors is liable. 


The Royal Geological Society of Ireland hare published tie 
first part of a new volume of their journal, which contains several illustrated 
papers on the geology, physical geography, and palwontology of the islanu. 
Among the more interesting papers is one by Dr. Lauder Lindsay, who gives a 
detailed account of the geology of the New Zeuland gold-fields, drawn up 
immediately afver a visit to those at Otago and Auckland. The gold usually 
occurs in a quartz matrix, aesociated with metamorphic slates of varying 
character, which are probably of the Silurian age. The Otago fields produced 
gold valuing about five millions sterling in ‘ttle more than four years,

An interesting paper on the crystailine nature of glass, by 
Dr. C. M. Wetherill, appeare in the American Journal of Science, which con- 
tains an account of experiments made in the laboratory of the Smithsonian 
Institute, Washington ; and refers to the researches of Faraday, Peloux, 
Dumas, and other eminent chemists in respect to the qualities which may be 
produced in glass by admixture with various substances. Dr. Wetherill con 
siders that the detection of the crystalline nature of glass demonstrates that 
we are as yet unacquainted with the true character of this complex eubstan< 
and he thinks that if we could eucceed in producing at will an interlacement 
of long, fibrous, transparent crystals, a g!ass of superior flexibility and 
strength might be obtained. 


The new number of the Journal of the Linnean Society is 
botanical, and commences with a communication by Mr. B. T. Lowne, on the 
vegetation of the western and southern shores of the Dead Sea, The greater 
part of this district is quite bare, except in occasional patches of grasses abd 
reeds. The banks of the streams at Engedi are in many places covered with 
luxuriant vegetation, and dense thickets of reeds and immense fronds cf 
maiden’s hair hang from the damp, shady parts of the rocks, The general 
appearance of the oasis is, however, very desolate, and but little corn is 
A list of the desert flora is given.

The new number of the Proceedings of the Meteorologicai 
Socie'y begins with a translation of come remarks by Professor Wolf, defei- 
ing his period of eleven and one-ninth years for the recurrence of the max- 
netic variation and of the solar spots, against Professor Lamont’s paper on the 
ten-year period. Thie is followed by Mr. C. O. F. Cator’s description of a new 
anenometer for self-registering the pressure, velocity, and direction of tie 
wind—obtained by the wind acting on one surface only—giving a daily 
register of ite pressure in pounds in an area of a square foot, and the total 
daily horizontal motion of the air in twenty-four hours, or any other given 
time, and thence ite hourly velocity. A facsimile of a recording sheet cf 
this anemometer is given. The November showers of meteors in 1865 are the 
subject of papers by Mr. Glaisher, by Mr. Alexander Herschel, and by Mr. C 
G. Prideaux. The resulte of observations are given in tables, relating to the 
colour, magnitude, velocity, and weight of the meteors. 

At a recent meeting of the Geological Society a paper, by 
Mr. W. T. Locke Travers, was read on the mode of the formation of cortain 
lake-basins in New Zealand—a subject on which the opinions of the most cmi 
nent geologists and physiciste are much divided. Mr. Travers stated his firm 
belief that all the lakes which lie in the valleys of the rivers debouching <n 
the Canterbury plains owe their existence to mcraine-dams, which have the 
same foundations as the post-pliocene shingle of which the plains themselves 
are formed ; and that, therefore, the sites of these lakes were occupied by ice 
at the commencement of the period ef depression, and so continued for some 
time after the re-emergence of the upper part of the plains above the level 
of the sea. The second paper, read by Mr. Robert Dawson, related to the 
occurrence of dead littoral shells in the bed of the German Occan, forty miles 
from the coast of Aberdeen. From the fact of four species having been 
dredged in one day, Mr. Dawson considered that it was probable that they 
had lived and died where they were foumi, and did not owe their presence at 
that depth and distance from land to any mere accident. In the last paper 
read Mr. T. F. Jamieson described and considered the glacial phenomena of 
Caithness. 


At a recent meeting of the Academy of Sciences at Paris, 
M. Becquerel communicated a memoir on the zones of hailstorm: in the 
department of the Seine and Marne, based cn the meteorological reports cf 
several societies. It is very remarkable that in some spots (e.g., the forest. cf 
Orleans) hailstorms should have been so very rare, while other places have 
suffered much and frequently from them. M. Becquerel acknowledges 
ignorance of the causes of this difference, but considers that they are tex- 
restrial and atmospheric. At the same meeting a memoir, by M. Pelouze, 
was read on an important eubject—the composition of the soda extracted 
from sea-salt by Leblanc’s process. In a note by M. Splitberger on the 
colouration of glass, read at the same time, be says, in regard to the diather- 
mancy of coloured glass, that he has not found any difference between black 
and yellow glass. White glaes lets more radiant heat pess throngh, in the 
proportion of four tos'x. He discovered a striking analogy betweon yellow 
glass and heated sulphur in regard to the spectrum. When the glass was 
coloured reddish brown it extingnished all the more refracted rays of the 
spectrum—the red ray alone remained visible. Smoked glass, on the oon- 
trary, let more yellow than red rays pass. A iectter from M. Giraud wae also 
read, in relation toa memoir by M. Dalaanay on the acceleration of the moon's 
motion, in which he refers to a remark in Professor Tyndall's work en heat, 
on the influence of the moon on the tides, ent diminution cf 
the velocity of the earth's rotation.

Mr. Goschen, the new Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
was, on Monday, re-elected for the City without opposition. He thanked the 
electors for the confidence they had for the third time reposed in him, and then 
touched lightly upon the topics of the day. 


An art-workmen's exhibition, at the Royal Institution, in 
Manchester, was opened on Monday, in presence of Sir J. P. Kay-Shuttleworth 
and a numerous company of ladies and gentlemen, by Lord Houghton, who 
spoke at some length on the advantages of such exhibitions, as tending to 

romote popular taste in art and improving popular manners. Mr. William 

‘airbairn and other gentlemen also delivered addresses. The present exhi- 
bition contains about 400 contributions, which are the work of 200 workmen. 
It differs from a previous exhibition of a smaller kind at Manchester last 
year, inasmuch as most of the present contributions are the work of regular 
working men, produced during the ordinary hours of work, while the former 
one was mainly furnished with works by amatuers, which was the prodnction 
of their leieure houre. The aim of both has been to display and stimulate the 
art- workmanship of the Manchester district. 


A new island began to rise above the level of the sea in the 
Bay of Théra (Santorin) on the 4th ult., and in five days it attained the 
height of from 130 ft. to 1507t., with a length of upwards of 350 ft. and a 
breadth of 100ft. It continnes to increase, and consists of a rusty black 
metallic lava, very heavy, and resembling h«lf-emelted scoria which has boiled 
up from a furnace. It contains many small whitish semi transparent particles 
disseminated through the mass like quartz or felspar. Close by there are three 
islands which have arisen from the sea during eruptions recorded in history 
Palaia, Nea, and Mikré Kalméné, or Old, New, and Little Burnt (Island) 
The present eruption began on Jan. 31. A noise like volleys of artillery was 
heard, but without any earthquake. On the following day flames isened 
from the sea in a part of the bay called Vulkanee, where the water 












is always discoloured and impregnated with eulphur from abundant 
springs at the bottom. The flames rove at intervals to the height 
of 15 ft., and were seen at times to {sue from the south-western 
part of Nea Kaiméné. The island was soon ; by a deep fissure, and the 
southern part sank considerably. On the 4th of February the cruptious 
became more vivient and the sca more disturbe!. Gas forced itself 
up from the depths with terrific noise, resembling the bursting of 
@ steam boiler; fames arose at intervals, and white smoke, rising 


steadily, formed an immense column, crowned with a curled capital of 
dark, heavy clouds. The new isdand was visible next morning, increasing 
sensibly to the eye as it rose out of the sea at no great distanos to the south ct 
Nea Kalméné. The new island has been visited by Dr. Dekigalla, a man of 
science, who will record accurately all the phenomena of the eruption ae ii 
proceeds. The heat of the sea rose from 62 Fahr. to 122 as near the vicinity 
of voloanic action as it was safe to approach. The bottom of the sea al) round 
Nea Kalméné appears to have risen greatly. In one place, where the depth is 
marked on the Admiralty chart 190 fathoms, {t was found to be now only 30; 
and at another, where it was 17, it is now only Sfathoms, The new island, 
as it increases, will probably form a junction with Nea Kalmén8. It grows, 
as it were, out of the sea, the mass below pushing upwards that which is 
already above water. The lower part is hot, its fissures where they are deep 
being 170deg. Fahrenheit , and the upper part after four days’ exposure was 
found to be still 80. At present the centre of the voloanic force lies evidently 


far below the bottom of the sea, and only gases and smoke work their way 
throngh the incnmbent earth to the water,
